George Huebsch, of the Milwaukee /(fy. vision of the federal Bureau of MfsjVt'* 
Investigation concerning the Johfe n irch oocietv. If you recall, V'w* 
the Waukesha Citizen Action Committee , Inc., sent your Bureau a 
letter, a few weeks ago, stating that we wished to present certain 
information regarding the above mentioned Society, Your kind re- 
sponse was received by our Committee, and therefore, as the Admin- 
istrator, I attempted to present the information to Mr. Huebsch 
today. 

Having read with great interest your book titled "Masters of 
Deceit", I am well aware of your devotion to your duties and 'the , 
sincerity of your efforts. Our Committee fully agrees with the cj?' F*jp 
general theme of your book and recognizes the great need to inform « ■ 

the ganeral public about the Communist hazard. We also recognize r /j 
that r the purpose of the book is to assist the private citizen in /I ] 
detecting Communism under any disguise. We deplore any and all Ji : I i 
forms of atheism, whether this atheism is represented within the J 

concepts of a political system or within the concepts of a socio- Ji I 

economic system. Your book certainly is an excellent example of if I

, As we mentioned above, your desire to co-operate wi^h j$p|ei f 
i citizens has been well established. Certainly the other side of 

Jthis coin should also reveal an equal desire on the part. a£. Xhe t 

j citizens to co-operate with the duly appointed agencies and vigil- 
ante type activities should not be employed unless directed and 
authorized by these duly appointed agencies. (3uch as the Ameri- 
can Protective Association of past years). The motive for this 
reciprocal co-operative relationship between the duly appointed/ , A 
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authorities and the citizens must be based upon a reciprocal in- 
terest and respect. The interest deriving its basis in patriot- 
ism and the desire to foster the victory of good over evil. It 
has always been the purpose of the Committee to foster the spirit 
of co-operation and our motives have always been based on the de- 
sire to advance the cause of justice. 

I must say, with all due respect and with sincerity, that if 
my meeting with Mr. Huebsch represents the usual and ordinary 
method employed by agents, who are selected ti interview citizens 
wishing to provide the Bureau with information, the co-operation 
between the Bureau and the Citizens will soon disappear. Realiz- 
ing that the reciprocal co-operation which presently exists, is 
the result of a life time of endeavor on your part, I find that I 
must in good conscience report to you the events of my interview 
with Mr. Huebsch. 

My wife accompanied me during the interview and was present 
at the time that my conversation with Mr. Huebsch was held. Be- 
fore writing this letter, I discussed the interview with her to 
be certain that my opinion, about the discussion, was consistant 
with her feelings. We were both in absolute agreement. 

It was our impression that Mr. Huebsch was impatient, rude, 
and assumed that I had a sinister motive for appearing at the Bu- 
reau. The information which was to be presented involved a Con- 
spiracy which by its very nature involves many circumstances and 
is quite complicated. I grant you that if I had been able to walk 
into his office with a criminal handcuffed and with a written con- 
fession, the matter would have been much simpler for both of us.. 
Unfortunately this is seldom possible for citizens to accomplish. 

We would not presume to play the part of private detectives, nor 
would we presume to carry out the work delegated to the Bureau 
from the Justice department. Our only hope was to alert the Bu- 
reau to a problem, which we are convinced, exists on the Extreme 
right and which we feel is equally as dangerous as the problem on 
the Extreme left. We do not wish to detract from your important 
duties as they relate to the Extreme left. We only hoped to assist 
in revealing the danger on the Extreme right. The concerted cry 
of the Extreme right regarding the danger of the Extreme left, we 
feel is a diversionary measure intended to deceive the people a- 
bout their own intent. 

History will demonstrate, that under the disguise of absolute 
patriotism, many neferious groups have committed unlimited atrocit- 
ies against the principles which guide a nation conceived "under 
God". Examples of these disguised organizations include the Ita- 
lian "Camorra", the "Mafia", the "Black Hand", the "Molly Maguires", 
the "Chee Kung Tong Society", (3am Hop), the "Habits Hoirs", the 
"Thiberts", the "Oatusse-Menegant", etc. 

There is a belief amongst Historians, which is well document- 
ed, that "given a certain set of circumstances, these circumstances 
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when they recur at another time in history, will produce an end 
result which is very similar to the result previously achieved". 
Sven a very superficial review of history will demonstrate, with- 
out a doubt, that the circumstances which led to the formation and 
development of the previously mentioned criminal organizations ex- 
ist today in a perfect duplication of the past. It should also be 
noted that the development of .Fascism, as represented by Mussoli- 
ni's Italian version and Hitler's German version, also occurred un- 
der these same circumstances. When one compares the rise of both 
these Fascist leaders, one is overwhelmed by the similarity between 
the methods, activities, and objectives of the Fascists of the 
past and the John Birch Society of the present. The John Birchoo- 
ciety are as truly "Master- of Deceit” a are the Communists. We 
note only one difference between the two organizations.. Mainly 
their cleverly worded declaration of their aim.' which indicate 
absolutely nothing except a promise, (as all other subversive 
groups have made promises which were only expedients for the mo- 
ment) . 


The John Birch Society by their fostering of hate, suspicion, 
hysteria, and distrust of duly elected authorities, in our opinion, 
is fostering rebellion, insurrection, and agitates civil and cri- 
minal disobedience. With the realization that in the time of re- 
bellion and disorder, when the fears of people are at a high 
pitch, these people will submit to forms of so called "temporary" 
dictatorships, we believe that the rallying of fears in the general 
population is for the purpose of creating the circumstances which 
will justify the violent overthrow of this government. (By the 
John Birch Society). 

The total conspiracy as we see it, is too detailed to write 
in the form of a letter, and was apparently too detailed for Mr. 
Huebcch to contribute his time to listening to the concept .of the 
conspiracy. 

We are certain that the events of the future will justify our 
position and we can only rely upon our trust in God's will and the 
devotion of the Federal Bureau as an organization.

For Benevolent Blasting Of Apathetic Minds 

With great regret but no apology 


Despite appearances - - 

As you will discover, this is actually a letter to a very limited 
number of people. 

Partly for your convenience - - 

We have made the letter easier to read by setting it in type, re- 
producing it by offset, and adding color. This still saves' money, against 
typewriting fifty separate copies as originally planned. 

And the blue ribbon effect is intended - - 

For this may be the most important letter I have ever written. 
On its results may well depend the freedom and the lives of those to 
whom it is addressed, as well as the future of our country and even 
the survival of our civilization. And the time has truly come for some 
realistic bluntness. 

This is neither exaggeration nor fantasy - - 

These terribly — and reluctantly — * melodramatic phrases are 
based on the following considerations, which I honesdy believe to be 
the stark and simple truth: (1) The Communist conspiratorial ap- 
paratus is now closing in, with every conceivable pressure and decep- 
tion, on all remaining resistance to the establishment of its police state 
over our own country; (2) the only existing force that has any possible 
chance of preventing the completion of these Communist plans is The 
John Birch Society; (3) we have no chance of stopping and reversing 
the long patient progress of this conspiracy except — exactly as stated 
in the Blue Book six years ago — by measures which are fantastic 
enough to be realistic in proportion to the danger; and (4) there is 
still time, and we can still slow down, stop, and eventually rout this 
incredibly cruel and destructive gang of criminals, if we can persuade 
even the people receiving this letter to face the facts. 


II. Let's Glance At The Obvious 

The Communists are gaining daily - - 

With regard to Point 1 above, probably no exposition is needed 
for those to whom we are making this appeal. The events of the past 
thirty years, and the events of the very days we are now living through, 
make this tragic fact as obvious as sunrise. We do not have to under- 
stand the methods by which developments in Vietnam, in the Domini- 
can Republic, in the “Civil Rights” movement, in our march towards 
national bankruptcy, or in a dozen other areas, are to be fitted into 
longrange Communist designs, in order to be aware that these designs 
lead to our own subjugation and enslavement. And to anybody who 
does not yet realize that most members of the present Administration 
are involved in carrying out these intricately meshing schemes, all that 
we have to say here is a waste of their time, and of ours. 

While we are in a race with time - - 

With regard to Point 2, also, there is little we can add for those 
who are not already convinced. We believe it is a fair appraisal, how- 
ever, to say that The John Birch Society now has more solid substance 
and effective reach than all other anti-Communist groups in America 
put together. Which means that we must provide the organizational 
core, the leadership, and the strategy for stopping the Communists. 
Otherwise the United States — probably split eventually into four 
provinces — will be incorporated, while most of us are still alive, into 
the same worldwide Communist empire with China and Czecho- 
slovakia and Cuba and Zanzibar. 

For six years most of our effort has been spent in organizing an 
army — an educational army, because this was the one kind with any 
chance of success in the struggle that engages us. We have set out to 
provide a form of opposition which the Communists have not faced 
before, in any of the fifty “countries” that they have taken over. And 
that is, a sizable body of men and women dedicated to the purpose of 
simply bringing out the truth. For the one and only thing which 
neither the Communist conspiracy nor any conspiracy can withstand 
is a sufficient amount of daylight turned onto its dark activities. 

Because the Communists could see better than anybody else both 
what we were after and the potential danger to themselves, we have 
had to proceed against every conceivable form of smear and attack, 
both under cover and above the surface. So that, despite the incredible 
sacrifice, labor, and dedication of our members, this total educational 
army today is still only about one-fourth to one-third of the size and 
strength needed for extensive all-out warfare on any realistic basis. 

Besides the external attacks on us, there have been some efforts, 
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even within the organization itself, to pull us off onto various tan- 
gents, such as political action, international intrigue — or even prepara- 
tion for guerrilla warfare. We have hewed unwaveringly to the line, 
however, which was established when the Society was founded, that 
our function was simply to create understanding. And also as set forth 
in the Blue Book, we have built steadfastly in the belief that “no col- 
lection of debating societies” is ever going to stop the Communists. 
Despite all the smears and obstacles to which this hard course has 
subjected us, we have created, and have maintained, a structure that 
is mobile, and powerful, and dynamic. Today there is nothing else in 
this country, or in any country, to match The John Birch Society as a 
body of resistance to Communism. 

III. We Are Not Ready For War 

But we can fight a battle - - 

As to Points 3 and 4, comments on both may well be combined. 
And the most important comment is this: We are not yet anywhere 
near strong enough to wage all-out war with the Communists, but we 
do have enough strength at last, by carefully picking our battlegrounds, 
to strike some decisive blows. We must follow the age-old strategy for 
any inferior force of concentrating heavily on one specific target at a 
time. 

We are still talking, of course, about educational, ideological, and 
propaganda warfare. But let’s suppose that the enemy has five divisions 
at each of twenty different stretches of its immense circular front, all 
slowly but surely advancing roughly in unison. And suppose that we 
have only ten divisions altogether. Nevertheless, if we suddenly hurl 
the whole force of our ten divisions at some particular area of the front, 
we may be able to rout completely the enemy forces a,t that point. We 
may thus slow down the whole line of Communist advance, and our- 
selves fall back to attack at some entirely different point, while the 
Communists are recovering — psychologically and otherwise — from 
any such totally unexpected defeat. This kind of strategy can be fol- 
lowed in this new kind of warfare just as surely and effectively as in 
the military warfare waged in simpler times. 

Success depends on infinite pains - - 

In carrying out: such strategy, of course, not only the selection of 
a battleground most favorable to our prospects, but every consideration 
as to the timing and tactics involved, must all be studied as though our 
life or death depended on each detail — which they probably do. And 
it seems to me that, dust when we have become strong enough for any 
such encounter, a rare opportunity is offered us by a situation which 
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the Communists themselves have created. This situation is made clear 
by the enclosed pamphlet, 7Vo Revolutions At Once, which we hope 
you have already read. If not, we earnestly ask you to read it now, as 
a vital part of this letter. For unless you have enough interest in the 
danger, and confidence in myself, to give the time and careful attention 
required to grant this request, then my whole effort in this letter is 
likely to bog down anyway. 

But if, or after, you have read Two Revolutions At Once, the fol- 
lowing conclusions will, I believe, seem justified: (a) The Communists 
have laid out their own plans for the Negro Revolutionary Movement 
so fully, in print, and so continuously right up to the present time, that 
no good American, whom we actually reach with the facts, can fail to 
be convinced that “Civil Rights” is a Communist slogan and Com- 
munist program for Communist purposes; (b) the Communists have 
met more resistance, have had to accept more delays, and have engaged 
in more vacillation and doubt as to their own exact course, in connec- 
tion with their “use” of the American Negro, than in any other long- 
range program they have ever undertaken; and (c), The John Birch 
Society has offered to it here exactly that form of battle for which it is 
best suited. 

Our attack is now under way - - 

We have already launched the first skirmish in this battle. In our 
May Bulletin, under the appropriate agenda heading, we set out the 
theme: Fully expose the “civil rights 99 fraud and you will brea\ the 
bac\ of the Communist conspiracy. We then informed our members 
that we were sending every chapter one hundred copies of Two Revolu- 
tions At Once. The assignment set before them was to make an effective, 
immediate distribution of these pamphlets, to their friends and neigh- 
bors. This means much more than the mere giving away, in the easiest 
manner, of a hundred pamphlets, by the fifteen or twenty members of 
a particular chapter. It calls for carefully placing each copy in the hands 
of somebody who has promised to read it. And this assignment will, 
in general, be conscientiously carried out. 

About half a million copies of Two Revolutions At Once will thus 
be put to work. Also, this distribution will bring about the purchase of 
a considerable number of our Civil Rights Packets at one dollar each. 
This combination constitutes the opening volley in the battle ahead. 
Actually,’ this volley should have consisted of two million copies of the 
pamphlet, to be distributed by twenty thousand chapters. But we have 
to cut our suits to match the cloth we can ’afford and the amount of 
workmanship we have available. Also, that workmanship will make 
up in dedication much of what it lacks in numbers. So that, over the 
next several months, it is our hope and plan to pour a veritable flood 
of literature explaining the “civil rights” fraud, and exposing its backers, 


into the hands of the American people. 

We have various books and pamphlets for this purpose already in 
production, or in the planning stage. Also, while we count primarily 
on the printed word, because of its deeper and more lasting impact, 
we shall make some use of tapes and films. Of course we can and 
shall make distribution of materials that seem effective, which are 
turned out by other groups. Frankly, we do not believe that we yet 
have the strength and numbers to expose the whole fraud fully enough 
and convincingly enough, to enough people, for the result to be any 
really decisive victory. But we do expect — may we repeat — by this 
concentration of effort with the forces we do have, to turn enough 
light on this specific activity of the conspiracy, and strike a shattering 
enough blow at this particular pretense, for the shock to set back the 
Communist movement and force a certain reassembling of its lines — 
while we go on to strike another blow on another part of the front. 

IV. But An Army Must Have Arms 

And supplies and reinforcements - - 

All of these plans, however, and many others, are based on the 
assumption that this letter will be successful. You cannot fight even one 
battle properly without reasonably adequate logistical support. Nor can 
the sizable army that we need for the total war be recruited rapidly and 
organized firmly without very formidable costs. First, let’s illustrate 
and dramatize the situation by a truly fantastic suggestion. 

If we had the resources in hand right now, we could find and hire 
three hundred additional well qualified and highly able Coordinators 
between the middle of May and the middle of August. We would then 
bring these three hundred men together for a two-weeks period ending 
with Labor Day weekend. The first three days of that period would be 
used for my standard “two-day presentation,” with plenty of time for 
questions and answers and open discussion. The remaining ten days, 
with a few short breaks for recreation and to give what was being 
learned a little chance to “sink in,” would be used as an extremely 
thorough training period for these men. 

These training sessions, using films and tapes and lectures and dis- 
cussions, and experiences from the field, and correspondence from our 
own members, and forms from our offices, and samples of all our 
publications and materials, would be conducted by Tom Hill and John 
Rousselot; by Ed Griffin and Reed Benson and Tom Davis; by Bob 
Koenig and Jim Pound and Buck Mann and other outside Major Co- 
ordinators and Coordinators; by Carl Danielson as an “Inside. Coordina- 
tor,” and the Tom Davis who is our Chief Accountant, and Dr. Gan- 
non as head of our Research Department, and Scott Stanley telling 
about American Opinion, and Carole McKinney of our MMM Depart- 
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ment, and Bill Voit concerning our bookstore units, and other depart- 
ment heads dealing with their particular areas of our total program. 

5 At least twice during the two weeks we would have some member 
of our COUNCIL give these men a look at their work from his more 
general point of view. At the very end I would try to offer an in- 
spirational summary of the great undertaking to which they were now 
dedicating their lives. Immediately after Labor Day we would send 
these three hundred additional Coordinators out to their respective 
territories with enough sound knowledge and deeprooted enthusiasm 
for all of our announced goals by the end of 1966 to become an assured 
reality. 

But there are not enough angels - - 

Each of these men would have to be paid his salary and expenses 
for anywhere from six months to a year before he could establish a 
membership base that even approached being self-sustaining. He would 
have to be provided adequate field equipment. To give him proper 
support from our offices would require approximately two inside em- 
ployees for each man in the field — with all of the purchase and in- 
stallation of desks and typewriters and files and bookkeeping machines 
and mailing rhachines and all other office equipment which this would 
entaiL It would also require the multiplying at last jive-fold of our 
present volume of publishing and shipping. For that quantity of books 
and pamphlets and reprints would be absolutely necessary to make 
the field work become either self-sustaining or worthwhile. And the 
total immediate cost of this daydream would — as can be shown by a 
laborious breaking down of the figures — run to a minimum of at 
least twelve million dollars. So it is time to wake up, and consider what 
is possible. 

The possible has been weighed - - 

We have had to make this appraisal, in fact, of our current activities 
during the months immediately ahead, and of our projected expansion 
for a much greater influence in the future. With regard to both, the 
program on which we are already embarked is, we believe, the mini- 
mum that gives us the proper chance of carrying out the task we have 
undertaken. And the price tag on this present, program is three million 
dollars. Or, in simple language, we have to raise three million dollars, 
over and above the normal flow of money from our membership at 
large — and we have to raise it now. 

By sheer coincidence this happens to be, I have just remembered, 
the amount of money that Chiang Kai-shek raised in 1927 from the 
merchants of Shanghai, and which gave him the strength at a crucial 
point that enabled him to save China from the Communists for twenty 
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more years. Chiang was then finally driven off the mainland by the 
native Communists and their Soviet backers — * only because of the 
overwhelming help given them by our government. We have no such 
outside pressures to withstand, of a level beyond our intrinsic capacity, 
if we can simply take care of our enemies at home. 

We are fighting here, however, not the kind of military war which 
Chiang won for so long and would still have been able to win in China, 
but exactly the same kind of propaganda war which finally licked him. 
It is being carried out now, within and against our own country, by 
exactly the same forces. And neither The John Birch Society, nor any 
organization, no matter how dedicated, efficient, or skillfully directed, 
is going to defeat with “peanuts” an enemy which has billions to 
spend on propagating its falsehoods just in the United States alone. 
Because truth is on our side, and is so powerful an ally, we can 
defeat the Communists with only a fraction of their numbers and a far 
smaller fraction of their funds. But we can neither wage a battle nor 
build an army on what it takes to run a division. And I am turning to 
you hard pressed patriots who receive this letter simply because there 
are no other sources to which, as a practical matter, I can turn, for the 
now absolutely necessary support. 

V. Still Looking Ahead 

And not kidding ourselves or anybody else - - 

For this is it. Ou; need for money is not because of our shortcom- 
ings or failures, but because of our successes and our opportunities. A 
strategic and concentrated attack on one front of the enemy’s long 
encircling lines can be made with terrific impact if, but only if, we have 
adequate logistical support for even the forces we now have. (In plain 
language, this means primarily if we have the capital to produce the 
materials needed.) Subsequent concentrated attacks, one right after an- 
other, on various other targets (the pro-Communist activities of the 
National Council of Churches, and then the part of the Warren Court 
in undermining our republic, for instance) can be made with increas- 
ing impact and effectiveness if, but only if, we can continue to gain 
an ever larger stream of recruits and reinforcements. For both needs 
we must have resources, not in proportion to the size of the task, I am 
sorry to say, for this would be beyond our reach at the present time; 
but at least sufficient to enable us to make realistic use of our present 
strength and current potentialities. 

Nor are we overlooking, in this letter, the program laid out in our 
pamphlet, Looking Ahead, which was mailed with the March Bulletin. 
We outlined there our hopes and plans for establishing fifty chapters, 
or approximately one thousand members, in every one of 325 Con- 
gressional Districts by the fall of 1966. Nothing in these pages changes 
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that undertaking in any way. But the truth is that, for whatever reason 
we do not know, that pamphlet brought us very little of the ‘‘big 
money” needed to carry out its projected accomplishment. We had, 
and still have an excellent response to that appeal from our members 
in the middle and lower income brackets. But we have found that 
many of our wealthier members, even among those truly dedicated to 
the Society and its purposes, did not even bother to read Looking 
Ahead, possibly because it appeared physically monotonous and for- 
bidding. So that is why we are making this new appeal, in a more 
spritely format, to a selected few. And we are merely bringing this 
report of our planning up to date, without changing any of our aspira- 
tions. 

We must face realities - - 

Nor are we belittling to the slightest degree the wonderful help that 
has been given us in the past, by so many devoted friends at all econom- 
ic levels. We are simply talking facts, when we refer to our present 
resources and . income as “peanuts” in proportion to the resources of 
our enemy. We are facing the most extensively organized and solidly 
entrenched conspiracy in human history. And the Communists have 
never expected that anybody would be able, at this stage of the game, 
to raise resources, in either human dedication or financial backing, 
which would amount to anything but “peanuts” against their ac- 
cumulated power. But it can be done, we are doing it, we have really 
meant business from the very beginning, and we mean business now, 
every step of the way. The question is, do you? 

If not, have you considered the alternatives? The nearest Cuban 
refugee can tell you — with this difference : He is a refugee, and alive, 
because there still remained a country to which he could escape. There 
will be no such haven for Americans. 

Or have you given really earnest thought to what the money you 
hold onto now will be worth in a few more years, unless we stop the 
Communists? I have a friend among the Cuban refugees who can 
answer that question too. He was the head of a large and highly 
prosperous accounting firm. He owned one home worth about a hun- 
dred thousand dollars, in which he lived, and another worth about 
eighty thousand dollars, which he rented out. He had other property and 
resources in proportion. Everything was confiscated, and he finally got 
out of Cuba almost penniless. Today he will tell you how wonderful 
he feels it would have been if he had given all he owned to some group 
like The John Birch Society, if there had been such an organization in 
Cuba — “and if I had only known what was really happening.” 


The life you save may be your own - - 

We do not want anybody to giye all they have to the Society, 
nor any big fraction of it. But we do want you to know “what is really 
happening,” and to act accordingly. There is such a group in the 
United States as The John Birch Society, and it can stop the Com- 
munists, but only if you, and others like yourself whom I can reach, 
also fully understand the danger and really mean business about meet- 
ing it. 

There is no way I can put any more energy and dedication into 
the struggle — I am doing all I can. So are literally thousands of our 
members with middle-class and smaller incomes, who are pouring into 
Belmont about twelve thousand dollars per day of the fifteen to twenty 
thousand per day required for our current operation. With anything 
approaching the same dedication and sacrifice on the part of our 
wealthy members, who have the most to lose, we would have no prob- 
lem about money. All of my thought and time could be put on other 
problems which confront us. And — in my opinion — there would be 
no question about our winning the total war. 

What more can I say? Except that how soon we have the money 
with which to advance, under present circumstances, is almost as im- 
portant as having it at all. It is a peculiar fact, but true : If you wait to 
let George do it first, then we shall find that George has waited for 
you. Whereas, however fully you come in at once on your own in- 
itiative, we shall find that George has done the same. And, to quote 
Chiang Kai-shek in one of his great utterances, we shall give “all that 
we are and all that we have” to making your sacrifice and your support 
worth while.

They need it. The Communists know, as the American people do not, 
that the city and community police forces now constitute one of the 
most important remaining obstacles to the gradual, insidious, and at 
first invisible, establishment of the mechanics of their Communist 
police state. The local working police are the best friends everywhere, 
of anti- Communists like ourselves, because they constantly run up a- 
gainst all of the dirty tactics of the Communists, and of the dupes and 
allies of the Communists, in their respective areas. 

For this reason there has been a subtle, but now increasingly bolder 
and more extensive effort, to harass and discredit local police forces 
and their individual members, going on in the country for more than 
a decade. Just one illustration was the CBS television show. The 
Biography Of A Bookie Joint , which was designed to make all working * 
"cops" look like grafting bums; and which has been proved by a thorough 
later investigation to have been basically as phony as was the "inter- 
view" with your Founder in Santa Barbara two years ago, that CBS 
broadcast all over the country. (We revealed the true facts about this 
incredibly dirty and deliberate distortion in an earlier bulletin, and re- 
printed those paragraphs in a thin leaflet as The Story Of A Hoax. ) 

And we could fill this bulletin with other illustrations. 

This support of their local police by all good citizens everywhere is 
going to become especially important now that Communist-inspired 
racial riots are getting to be a regular part of the American scene. The 
police will be "crucified" by the Liberals, in the press and over the air- 
waves, for practically everything they do in the line of duty. And this 
will be true no matter how circumspectly they handle themselves, nor 
with what careful restraint they use their authority, in connection with 
every large or small outbreak of civil disorder which the Communist 
plotters can produce. 

Nor will the Communists nor even their Liberal dupes leave to chance 
the supply of grist for their mills of distortion. The police chief of 
Birmingham wa s rining a supe rb job of maintaining law and order Jn 
the midst of a hot situation, while letting thousand olN^roes^arch 
and hundreds of white people protest alltfie y wi sTiedT. He merely set 
up a line of police, protected by their police dogs, to keep the two 
groups apart. And peace was maintained day after day, while the level 
heads of the city, both white and colored, got together and tried to solve 
the problems underlying the turmoil. But this was the last thing that 
the instigators of the trouble wanted; and when incidents didn't arise, 
incidents had to be created. So a carefully planned tableau was enacted. 
While camera s were.p ois ed and ready- to catc h the show.J 3 - t the right in - 
stant, one or more hoth dupes among the Negroes wen t up to the 

lme ^n3 delibe r ately kicked one or more, of the dogs. The result was a 
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ENCLOSURE 




picture, plastered in the papers all over the United States (and on thd 
front page of the Boston Herald, of course), of a policeman barely hold- 
ing onto a dog which was straining at the leash to attack a Negro among 
the Birmingham "civil rights" advocates in Birmingham. 

There were no other results of the incident except the picture, which 
was the glorious piece of propaganda that the Communists wanted. But 
it shows you what the police will be up against everywhere in simply 
trying, as calmly as possible under the circumstances, to maintain law 
and order. The Federal Marshals, for another illustration, not only 
were not needed in Oxford, Mississippi for that purpose, but actually 
created most of the rioting --as they obviously were intended to do. 

But of course the more the local police, anywhere or everywhere, can 
be “dis c r edifecT,~~ the more willing the gullible American people will be 
—to aec ept the entry of Federal troops as necessary to put down rioting. 

Among the more carefully plotted schemes for harassing the police, 
discrediting individual policemen, and discouraging all those who might 
want to do their duty, has been the setting .up of Police Review Boa r d s 
--to which many gullible dogooders and bleeding hearts have been giving 
support. Their chief function, in practice anyway if not in theory, is to 
make every individual police officer scared to death, as to every action 
he takes even in dealing with vicious criminals in emergency situations, 
of being called before some board weeks or months later, and condemned 
with loss of pay or maybe loss of job, for having been too unkind to the 
poor wayward unfortunates who were about to shoot him in the back, or 
stamp in his face, when he tried to interfere with their waywardness. 

We shall return to this whole theme in later bulletins. At present we

(a) Oppose the continuance or establishment of Police Review Boards. 

(b) When you come across questionable criticism of your local police 
by some Liberal editor or nice -Nellie commentator, find out the real 
facts if you can. Usually the fellow officers of those being criticized 
will give you the unvarnished truth. Then if you find the criticism to 
have been unjustified, write and put the record straight.

v A few of the local members of The John Birch Society have formed 
M Th ^^alm Beach County Committee to Sunnoyt Ypgr Local Police". 

The purpose of this project is strictly educational ,as are all p Q j 
projects of the John Birch Society. You might call this committee to 
support the local police a "front” ; it will never use the society's 
name .I'm enclosing; a copy of our educational flyer; as you see , it 
tells our story in a simple straightforward manner. 

My job on this committee will be to contact prominent local community 
leaders to win their support for our ceusade. For this purpose we are 
gathering educational material to be left with these gefetlemen to be 
read at their leisure. So far we have the interview with Chief Parker 
of the Los Angeles Polic_e ( Manion Forum , May 50 ) and a fine article 
"OUR POLICE" which appeared in American Opinion last month. 
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It would be of immeasurable benefit to us at this time to have copies 
of your speeches in which you discuss the police review boards and in 
general the efforts of the Communists to discredit and destroy the 
effectiveness of the local police.

The farmer had seen many pictures of a giraffe. But he simply 
refused to believe them . His insistence that the giraffe was purely a 
product of somebody s mischievous imagination was repeated until 
it became an obsession with him. Then one day, while the circus 
was in town, a giraffe slipped his moorings and eventually wound 
up out in the country, hungrily grazing the top leaves of a tree in 
this farmer’s front yard , fust as several attendants from the circus , 
and a number of excited neighbors , were closing in on the scene, 
one such neighbor dashed into the house through the bacJ( door , 
In urgent tones he explained what was happening. Reluctantly, the 
farmer came out of his front door and too\ a good loo\ at the whole 
tableau , including the browsing giraffe only ten feet away „ “Pfuif* 
said the farmer , turning on his heels and going bad ^ into the house, 
u what a lot of nonsense over nothing. 1 still say that there ain’t no 
such animal,” 


Unlike the farmer in the above fable, 
a preponderant majority of the Amer- 
ican people will not even take a good 
look at the beast known as Communism; 
not even when that beast has gone on a 
vicious and dangerous rampage right in 
their own yard. When we begin these 
pages with two or three statements of 
simple and historical truth, many good 
people whose minds we would like to 
reach will immediately drop the pam- 
phlet m the wastebasket. They have now 
acquired such a vested interest in the 
error that “there ain't no such animal," 
as to shy away at once from any chance 
of being confused by the facts. 

For those who are honest enough, how- 
ever, and reasonable enough, to he will- 
ing to listen, Jet's review very briefly 
the whole story now known as “civil 
rights." To the informed we shall offer 
nothing new. To the uninformed we 
shall offer nothing doubtful. We shall 
simply try to repent, summarize, and 
synthesize some of the known facts that 


are necessary for an understanding of 
the horror that is now upon us. 

The action could plausibly be said to 
have begun on the Pacific coast of Asia, 
some forty-five years ago. But the think- 
ing and planning behind this action go 
much further back. The whole concept 
was rooted in one of the original and 
biggest of all the Communist “big lies." 
This lie is that Communism is an up- 
rising of the downtrodden masses against 
bosses who exploit them. The record is 
absolutely clear that precisely the opposite 
is true. Communism is always imposed 
from the top down, never achieved from 
the bottom up. The idea that Commu- 
nism is sought by the masses, who are 
prevented from having it by reactionary 
upper classes, is one of those exact rever- 
sals of the truth which are so customary 
and so useful in Communist strategy. 

In its now completely visible reality, 
Conynunism is simply and wholly a con- 
*spir^cy of ruthless and powerful crimi- 


nals, in the very top social, economic, 
educational, and political circles of their 
respective countries and of the whole 
world. The objective of these conspira- 
tors is to increase their power and extend 
it downward until their international 
Communist hierarchy has established a 
rigid and absolute tyranny over the total 
population of our planet. The condition 
of the masses, as these “masters of deceit” 
are fully aware, will always and every- 
where actually be made worse by Com- 
munist success, in every country which 
they subjugate and add to their empire 
of slaves. And if you do not think that 
this reversal of the truth has anything 
to do with American “civil rights.” you 
are badly mistaken. 

For out of this Basic Big Lie evolved the 
strategy of “anti-colonialism” — sometimes 
known by such other names as “national 
liberation” and “anti-imperialism” and 
“self-determination.” The supposedly op- 
pressed native populations of other con- 
tinents, ruled or dominated and “ex- 
ploited” by the “imperialistic” nations of 
Europe, were to be stirred into demands 
for their freedom and independence. This 
derivative of the Big Lie involved, in it- 
self, two lies of immense importance. In 
the first place, with regard to the prem- 
ise: By 1920, the French in Indochina or 
in Algeria, the Dutch in Indonesia, the 
Belgians in the Congo, and other “im- 
perialistic” powers, were giving their co- 
lonial subjects a very enlightened and 
benevolent rule indeed. They were grad- 
ually raising the standard of living, the 
level of education, the exercise of indi- 
vidual freedom and responsibility, and 
the participation of the natives in their 
own local governments, as rapidly as 
these advances of civilization could be 
absorbed. 

This process was- not necessarily nor 
primarily the result of any noble or al- 
truistic forces at work. It was developing 


automatically from an enlightened self- 
interest; and from the commercial prog- 
ress in colonial areas which was being 
promoted by pioneers from the mother 
countries, to the advantage of the native 
populations as well as of themselves. As 
a consequence of the total influences 
which were prevalent, the natives were 
coming more and more to regard them- 
selves as actual or potential citizens of, 
and certainly as loyal parts and members 
of, those great empires of which London 
or Paris or Lisbon or the Hague might 
be the capital. There was no more spon- 
taneous demand or natural desire for 
“independence” among any of these co- 
lonial peoples in 1920 than there was 
among the French-speaking Canadians 
in 1950 or the American Negroes in 1955. 
The whole appearance of these “sepa- 
ratist” movements had to be artificially 
created. 


In the second place, with regard to the 
pretended objective: The “independence” 
to be achieved was intended to be, and 
in fact always became, merely a tem- 
porary transition stage between an en- 
lightened Western European “colonial- 
ism” and the infinitely brutal Soviet co- 
lonialism. Each new emerging nation, 
like Indonesia or Algeria, was allowed 
to go through the motions and to carry 
on the pretense of being independent, 
merely as a step on the way to becoming 
a recognized part of the Soviet colonial 
empire. And again, both the material 
and spiritual living conditions of these 
“colonial” peoples have always been made 
drastically worse than before the Com- 
munists began interfering in their affairs. 

Just imagine, for instance, how wonder- 
ful it would seem today to the inhabitants 
of Ghana under Kwame Nkrumah, or 
to those of North Vietnam under Ho 
Chi Minh, if they could be back under 
the peaceful and benign colonial rule, 
respectively, of England and of France. 


Communism has brought horror and 
misery and slavery to all such peoples 
before whom it held up the lure of 
“freedom and independence.” Yet, as al- 
ready indicated, it was as early as 1920 
— two years before the U.S.S.R. itself was 
even established — that the Communists 
were sending their agents up and down 
eastern Asia, from Mukden to Singapore, 
to begin agitation among the “colonial” 
peoples for “freedom and independence.” 
And by 1927 the first worldwide Com- 
munist front, The League Against Im- 
perialism, was founded in Brussels, Bel- 
gium to promote this same theme. 
Among the leaders who established this 
Communist propaganda agency were Al- 
bert Einstein from Germany, Romain 
Rolland from France, J. Nehru from 
India, and Mohammed Hatta from Indo- 
nesia. The whole concern of the 
“League,” of course, was with the horrid 
imperialism practiced by the Western 
European nations (and by the United 
States!!). You can be sure that this 
League and these men had no slightest 
worry about Soviet imperialism. 

II 

Let us reassure you once again that we 
really are still dealing with the imme- 
diate background to, and even impor- 
tant elements of, the American “civil 
rights” movement. As will become clear 
in due course. But first we need to show 
how this “anti-colonialism” strategy has 
worked in actual operation. And Algeria 
offers an excellent case history for that 
purpose. 

In 1954 there were in Algeria approx- 
imately 8,000,000 native Moslems; 1,250,- 
000 French settlers or descendants of 
French settlers; and 250,000 Jews — many 
of whom, or whose ancestors, had also 
come from France. (This last fact proved 
eventually to be of considerable value to 
the anti-Communist cause. For few de- 
velopments have served more effectively 


to wake up intelligent Jews in other 
countries to the realities of Communism, 
as against the falsehoods being fed to 
them, than what happened to their co- 
religionists in Algeria.) French citizens 
with pioneer instincts had been moving 
across the Mediterranean into Algeria 
since 1830. They had carried with them 
the purposes, knowledge, and methods, 
needed to convert this northern edge of 
the Sahara Desert into a great commer- 
cial and civilized part of the French em- 
pire. And they were rapidly integrating 
the native Moslems into every phase of 
this happy development. 

Algeria was not even, technically, a col- 
ony — as were Tunisia or Guinea — but 
consisted legally of several additional “de- 
partments” of France itself. The Moslem 
natives had come to regard themselves 
as “French,” and were increasingly proud 
of being a part of the French nation. 
And as late as 1954 there were not five 
percent of the total population of Algeria 
who had the slightest interest in forming 
an “independent” country of their own 
— any more than there are five percent 
of the American Negroes with any such 
interest today. 

But the time had come when it fitted 
into over-all Communist plans to apply 
the anti-colonialism strategy to this area. 
So a murderous guerrilla band was 
formed under a Communist criminal 
named Ben Bella, and was given the 
high-sounding title of the “Federation 
for National Liberation” — or FLN. 
Then the standard formula which lies at 
the center of this Communist strategy 
was put to work. Enough natives had to 
be persuaded by propaganda, or terror- 
ized by atrocities, or impelled by the 
combination, into supporting this “na- 
tional liberation” movement, or into ap- 
pearing to do so, to give some semblance 
of a “civil war.” And jhe FLN campaign 
for that purpose developed into guerrilla 


activities averaging some twenty atroci- 
ties per day for the next seven years. 

Of course the French Government, under 
fully as much Communist influence as 
ours is under now, was in many ways a 
clandestine partner to the actions and 
purposes of the FLN. So the people of 
France were told, by government and 
press , about atrocities being perpetrated 
by the FLN in Algeria on the French 
settlers there and on French Army per- 
sonnel. These would seem to be the 
actions of a revolutionary people almost 
fanatically fighting for their independ- 
ence. Neither the French people, nor the 
American people and the rest of the 
world, were allowed to learn that prac- 
tically the total effort of the FLN guerril- 
las was spent m afflicting atrocities on 
their fellow Moslems, who wanted no 
part of any such revolution. For this 
would have given the show away. 

In time, these pro-Communist forces in 
France made their one big mistake of 
sending Jacques Soustelle to Algeria as 
Governor General. Because of his ex- 
tremely Liberal and pro-de Gaulle back- 
ground, it was assumed that Soustelle 
would be entirely sympathetic to the 
FLN. As he clearly was, when he first 
took up his new duties. His attitude 
seems to have been about as follows: 
Well, it is certainly too bad that these 
revolutionary troops are killing French 
army officers. But after all, they are seek- 
ing the independence of their country, 
and the French army is the force prevent- 
ing that independence. So what can you 
expect? And it is too bad that these 
revolutionary troops should be killing 
some French settlers. But these settlers 
undoubtedly have a feudal attitude that 
stands in the way of independence, so 
who can blame the FLN? You cannot 
make an omelet without breaking eggs, 
nor achieve the independence of a nation 
without shedding blood. 


But Jacques Soustelle happened to be 
intellectually honest. And in the course 
of a very few months he discovered, to 
his amazement, certain incontrovertible 
truths about the whole situation, that 
had been unknown to him and to most 
of the people in France. These included 
the following. 

(1) There was no revolutionary force 
in Algeria that amounted to anything in 
a military sense. The FLN could be com- 
pletely wiped out by the French army 
there, at any time the army was instructed 
or even allowed to do so. In fact, the 
FLN was practically wiped out on several 
occasions, but was promptly restored as 
a guerrilla force through reinforcements 
kept in Morocco or Tunisia for that 
purpose. 

(2) The atrocities which the FLN 
were able to inflict on French army per- 
sonnel were relatively few and far be- 
tween. They consisted primarily of the 
occasional capture of some detached indi- 
vidual officer, who would then be delib- 
erately crippled and maimed, and carted 
around the country side in a slaLted 
cage too small for his body. This was to 
show the natives the supposed contempt 
of the FLN for the French army, and 
what might happen to anybody who op- 
posed the FLN. 

(3) The atrocities which the FLN 
perpetrated on the French settlers were 
also comparatively few, because the FLN 
did not have the force to get at these 
victims through the protection provided 
by the French army and the loyal natives. 
The FLN was primarily capable of sud- 
den hit-and-run attacks on isolated native 
villages. 

(4) The numerous and cruel atrocities 
of the FLN “revolutionaries,” which 
constituted almost their whole occupation, 
were inflicted on their fellow native 
Moslems — for the purpose we have 
indicated above. 

(5) There was no real sentiment for 
revolution, nor for independence, nor for 
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separation from France, among the native 
population at all — except as the Com- 
munists were able to coerce and simulate 
such sentiment through their threats, 
pressures, and cruelties. 

, (6) The opposition to the FLN and 

loyalty to France amid the native Mos- 
lems, wherever they had the opportunity 
to show that loyalty or the strength to 
stand in opposition — as among the 
thirty thousand tightly knit followers of 
one famous Moslem leader, the Bachaga 
Boualam — were overwhelming. 

(7) But the pretense that this was 
honestly a civil war for “freedom and 
independence”; the maintenance of a 
“provisional revolutionary government” 
of Algeria under Nasser's wing in Cairo; 
these and all other parts of the great 
deception were being maintained in order 
to support the propaganda and diplo- 
matic pressures throughout the world 
— and especially in and through the 
United Nations — for Algerian “inde- 
pendence,” This independence — mean- 
ing the turning of Algeria over to the 
Communist rule of the FLN regime 
under Ben Bella — was to be won, as it 
eventually was won, by negotiations . And 
these negotiations were to be made 
plausible, or at least possible, through 
these spurious claims given substance 
only by terror. 

As a result of these discoveries and 
revelations, Soustelle soon became the 
most determined and powerful fighter 
for keeping Algeria French, and against 
the Communist capture of this “colony.” 
But it was too late, and the total forces 
against him were too strong. Members 
of the international Communist con- 
spiracy, In the United Nations, in Mos- 
cow, in the French government, and in 
our government, all working in smooth 
concert and each one knowing exactly 
what he was doing — while confusing 
everybody else by deception within de- 
ception and pretense on top of pretense 


— had all resistance too completely 
stymied and under control. 

Eventually tens of thousands of the finest 
officers and men in the French army, 
seeing themselves being deliberately be- 
trayed by de Gaulle, took the desperate 
step of forming the OAS (Secret Army 
Organization), to try to save Algeria 
from Communist hands. But their lead- 
er, General Salan, was too patriotic to 
carry this struggle to metropolitan France 
itself. De Gaulle used that major part of 
the French army which, however re- 
luctantly and bitterly, still followed the 
“route of discipline," to help the FLN 
to destroy the OAS. Just as the Adminis- 
tration in Washington is visibly planning 
to use the U. S. Army, to whatever ex- 
tent necessary, to suppress opposition to 
the leaders of the Negro Revolutionary 
Movement in the South. And de Gaulle 
and his fellow Communists finally car- 
ried out their aim, at Evian, of negotiat- 
ing all of Algeria into the Communist 
hands of Ben Bella's FLN, as a sup- 
posedly “free and independent” nation. 

Then began those continuous tortures 
and cruel massacres of tens of thousands 
of the Harkis. These were the native 
Algerian Moslems, including members 
of the local police forces, who had been 
most faithful to France — of which terror, 
Incidentally, you have read practically 
nothing in your American press. This is 
simply a preview of what the NRM — 
the Negro Revolutionary Movement — 
will do to the people of the South, both 
white and black but especially the blacks, 
who oppose their treasonous movement, 
if and when they succeed in setting up 
their “free and independent” Negro 
Soviet Republic out of our southern 
states. 

Also to be noted, as of great importance 
in the parallel which we are attempting 
to foreshadow, is another Communist 
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accomplishment. The various steps and 
developments over several years, by which 
this complete betrayal of a part of France 
was ultimately accomplished, were such 
that the final result served as a terrific 
demoralization to the anti-Communist 
leadership, and boost to the Communist 
forces, in Metropolitan France itself. 
The specific “revolution” in Algeria was 
made to serve as a vital part of the broad- 
er “proletarian” revolution being conduct- 
ed by the French Communists at home. 
The anti-colonialism racket, in and with 
regard to Algeria, had not only made a 
Communist colony out of this former 
French “colony,” but had tremendously 
undermined the mother country as well. 
And this should be kept vividly in mind, 
in connection with the two simultaneous 
revolutions which the Communists actu- 
ally boast that they are now carrying on 
within the United States. 

Ill 

Now, with this highly condensed intro- 
duction, we must come to the application 
of identically the same Communist for- 
mula to a part of the United States — as 
Algeria was a part of France. Remember 
that the Comipunists always use every 
possible difference in language, color, 
race, or religion out of which to create 
bitterness, turmoil, civil disorders, and 
as much semblance of civil war as they 
can. In Algeria they had a slight color 
difference, a stronger racial difference, 
and a complete religious difference, on 
which to build their evil machinations. 
In the United States they have a complete 
color and racial difference; and at times 
have probably been behind the attempt, 
through the Black Muslim movement, to 
bring a religious difference into play if 
they can. 

There are many other correspondences 
in the two situations. And without grasp- 
ing the parallel, or the more important 
fact that a general formula, utilized by 


the Communists over and over in other I 

parts of the world with only such adap- 
tations as local circumstances make neces- “ j, 
sary, has been applied to an area ^ of I' 

France and is now being applied to an 
area of the United States — without^ 
understanding this background there is i r 

no chance of understanding what is 
really taking place in our southern states 
today. 

The League Against Imperialism, you 
will recall, was put together by the 
Communists in 1927. And by the next 
year the Soviets were ready to make 
clear to the comrades in America that 
exactly the same theme of “anti-colonial- 
ism” was to be applied in this country, 
with respect to the Negro population in 
the southeastern quarter. The Negroes 
were to be regarded as an oppressed and 
exploited colony, who should be stirred 
and agitated — and eventually terrorized 
— into an appearance of seeking their 
“freedom and independence.” 

The official line was laid down in the 
booklet, American Negro Problems, by 
John Pepper, published in 1928. Pepper 
was one of the many aliases used by 
Moscow’s agent, Joseph Pogany, who 
had been one of the top men in the 
incredibly cruel but short-lived Bela Kun \ 

Communist regime in Hungary. He was 
now sent by Stalin to the United States, j 

specifically to lay the groundwork for j 

the agitation which would eventually 
develop into a Negro Revolutionary 
Movement in America. In his booklet 
you will find such passages as the follow- 
ing- j 


“The Workers (Communist) Party 
of America, in its fight against im- 
perialism, must recognize clearly the 
tremendous revolutionary possibilities 
of the liberation movement of the 
Negro people.” 


The word Communist, in parentheses, I 
to identify clearly The Workers Party, 

„ appears as above in the original. Also, 
note the key words “against imperialism,” 
and “liberation,” of the world-wide Com- 
munist program and propaganda. 

“The 'black belt’ of the south . . . 
constitutes virtually a colony within 
the body of the United States of 
America” 

The italics are in the original, because 
this sentence sets forth the core of the 
Communist strategy. 

“The Communist Party of America 
must recognize the right of national 
self-determination for the Negroes 
and must respect their own decision 
about the form of the realization of 
this self-determination. The Negro 
Communists should emphasize in their 
propaganda the establishment of a 
Negro Soviet Republic ” 

Here, handed down in permanent form 
by one of the most vicious Communist 
murderers Moscow has ever employed 
(but also one of the most brilliant), was 
the directive for the long range program 
in our country which is still being carried 
out today. And despite a certain hedging 
by the Communists at present about their 
ultimate aims — exactly as Mao Tse-tung 
and Sukarno and Castro hedged for a 
considerable period, at one point in their 
careers, about being Soviet agents — the 
final terroristic stage of that program is 
right now getting under way in what the 
Communists call the “black-belt states.” 

The hedging became strategically advis- 
able for a number of reasons. One was 
that as a whole the Negroes in America, 
even in the South, have so much higher 
living standards and are so much more 
literate than were the “oppressed natives” 
in any other so-called “colony” anywhere 


else in the world. So that the means of 
communication among them, and be- 
tween them and the remainder of their 
country, were so much greater and more 
pervasive than had been the case for the 
natives of Indonesia or the savages of 
Ghana. 

Another reason was that the percentage 
of their supposed “oppressors”— namely, 
the white people of the South — was so 
much larger than had been, for instance, 
the percentage of Frenchmen in Algeria 
to the Moslem population. And still an- 
other was that there were millions of 
Negroes in Harlem and Chicago and 
other northern cities, whom the Com- 
munists wanted to agitate, and embitter 
over supposed grievances, and utilize 
their general plans for subversion of the 
country as a whole. Because of these and 
various other circumstances, the idea of 
converting the Dixie states into a Negro 
Soviet Republic was harder to promote, 
and had more embarrassing ramifications 
and disadvantages, than did the fraudu- 
lent theme of “self-determination” for 
the Moslems in Algeria or the “colonial” 
peoples anywhere else. 

So this hedging was begun, and this 
problem for the Communists of what 
they at first called “the two aspects of the 
revolution which is developing in this 
country,” was given an official solution 
in another booklet, published in 1934. It 
bore the very carefully chosen title of 
The Negroes In A Soviet America, and 
was written by the Communists James 
W. Ford and James S. Allen. The latter 
part of the booklet discusses “The Com- 
bination of Two Revolutions,” and con- 
tains such passages as the following. 

“The revolution for land and free- 
dom in the South and the proletarian 
revolution in the country as a whole 
will develop hand in hand. Each will 
lend strength -and support to the 
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other. The working class — bath white 
and Negro — will lead both.” 

Here a touch of the old Communist 
formula of “agrarian reform 11 is being 
added to the brew, 

"Revolution is not a matter of our 
own choosing. It is forced upon us by 
capitalism itself, which degrades us, 
grinds us down into the dust, makes 
life unbearable.” 

The twenty million Negroes in America 
undoubtedly own more automobiles, 
more bathtubs, and more television sets 
— oiid more freedom and more opportuni- 
ty — than all of the Negroes on the con- 
tinent of Africa and all of the two 
hundred million residents of Soviet Rus- 
sia put together. Hut the Communists 
never allow such facts to interfere with 
their propaganda. 

“The Negro Communist is first 
and foremost the exponent of the pro- 
letarian revolution, for he realizes 
that this alone will guarantee not only 
freedom for. the Negro but also 
emancipation of all toilers,” 

Exactly the way they have been "eman- 
cipated," of course, in Soviet Russia, 

* r Tbe Communists fight for the 
right of the Black Belt territory to 
self-determination. This means not 
only that the Negro people shall no 
longer be oppressed hut also shall 
come into their rightful position its 
the majority of the population in the 
Black Belt. It means equally the right 
of the Black Belt republic freely to de- 
termine its relations to the United 
States. (Our italics.) 

'One cannot tell in advance under 
what circumstances the question of 
the right of self-determination for 
the Negro people in the Black Belt will 


arise for definite solution. There are 
two distinct possibilities. 

"First; The revolution in the plan- 
tation country might mature sooner 
than the proletarian revolution in the- 
country as a whole, . . . Under these 
circumstances the Communists in the 
Black Belt would favor, and would 
do everything in their power to win 
the laboring people of the Black Belt 
to favor, complete independence from 
the capitalist-ruled republic of the 
North. 

"Second; The proletarian revolution 
may overthrow capitalism and estab- 
lish a Soviet Government for the coun- 
try as a whole before the revolution 
comes to a head in the Black Belt. 
However it must be kept in mind 
that the two phases of the revolution 
will not develop separately. . . . One 
of the first step s of the central Soviet 
government will be to grant the right 
of self-determination to the Negro 
people in the Black Belt. 

"This would mean that the Negro 
people of the Black Belt will have the 
right to choose for themselves between 
federation with or separation from the 
United States as a whole.” 

Whichever the Communists can bring 
about first, a total Soviet America, nr a 
separate Soviet Negro Republic, and 
whether the Soviet Negro Republic 
chooses to remain entirely separate from 
or affiliated with the Soviet United States 
— when both have been established — 

", . . the actual extent of this new 
Republic . , . would be certain to in- 
clude such cities as Richmond and 
Norfolk, Va., Columbus and Charles- 
ton, S.C., Aclanra, Augusta, Savan- 
nah and Macon, Georgia, Montgom- 
ery, Alabama, New Orleans and 
Shreveport, La., Little Rock, Arkan- 
sas, and Memphis, Tennessee.” 


The new government of this Soviet Ne- 
gro Republic will arise in the form of 
local “Soviets” (chat is, committees), to 
be formed while the revolution to estab 
lish "freedom and independence” is in 
process. 

"The Soviets which will arise in the 
old South will be somewhat as follows; 
They will arise locally, here and there, 
as the revolution starts, and spread as 
it develops further, Lee u$ try to pic- 
ture the composition of one of these 
Soviets, which will hold power in a 
certain locality. On this Soviet there 
will be representatives of the share- 
croppers, tenants and wage-workers 
of the plantation; then representatives, 
let us say, of the workers in a local 
sawmill or of a fertilizer plant, cotton 
gin, cotton-seed oil factory, or nearby 
textile mill; there might be one or two 
poor and small landowners. This Soviet 
will represent the interests of the 
workers from the mills and plantations 
and the poor farmers. It will embody 
the alliance between the worker and 
the poor farmers. It will be a dictator- 
ship of these classes, using its power 
to defend the gains of the revolution 
and defeat all attempts of the former 
plantation mascers and capitalists at 
counter-revolution. . . , As the gains 
of the revolution are consolidated these 
Soviet territories will unite to form the 
new Soviet Negro Republic.” 

And there, my friends, is both an ex- 
planation of the present turmoil and a 
preview of the future horror in our Dixie 
Stares, Identically the same formula of 
coercion by terror will be used, gradually 
and increasingly, to create some semblance 
of support for this "revolution" among 
the Negroes themselves, as was used on 
the Moslems in Algeria— even though 
at least ninety-five percent of those south- 
ern Negroes will have wanted no part in 
any such "separatist” or "liberation” 


movement. Exactly the same diet of lies 
about what is really taking place in the 
South will be fed — and is already being 
fed— to the people of the rest of the 
United States, as was given them for 
years about the Communist FLN activi- 
ties in Algeria, so as to gain “bleeding 
heart” public-opinion support of all kinds 
of fantastic governmental and “diplo- 
matic" moves on behalf of these noble 
seekers of "freedom and independence." 

The same horror is deliberately planned, 
and will be systematically developed, in 
the South, as took place in Algeria and 
in dozens of other “colonial' 1 areas of the 
world. A government in Washington 
dominated by Communist influences as 
completely as was the French government 
under de Gaulle and his predecessors will 
be doing everything it can and dares to 
help this “revolutionary movement" and 
these Communist purposes, always while 
pretending to be trying to prevent them 

— exactly as did de Gaulle. And despite 
all of the murders and vandalism which 
will be perpetrated on the white land- 
owners and community leaders of every 
kind in the South, the Negroes them- 
selves will he by far the greatest sufferers 

— both during the “revolution" and after 
it is successful — exactly as was the case 
for the Moslems in Algeria. 

In due course, however, and ;« the proper 
point, the hedging and the pretense of 
change had to go even further. The time 
came for the Communists to bring about 
overt steps of national importance, such 
as the Supreme Court school-segregation 
decision of 1954 and the sending of fed- 
eral troops into Arkansas, bv Eisenhow- 
er m 195b, which were designed to make 
the Negroes in the South feel that they 
were an oppressed colony and to create 
militant sympathy for the downtrodden 
colonial subjects throughout the resr of 
the nation. And die backlash from de- 
mands for a separate and “independent” 
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Negro Soviet Republic were going to be 
too much of a load for their propaganda 
to carry. It was obviously wise for the 
Communists to wait until they had built 
up a suitable basis of turmoil in the 
South, and of confused Liberal sentiment 
elsewhere in the nation, and until the 
Communist influence over our Federal 
Government was complete enough, be- 
fore they could or should begin the FLN 
type of operation here. Otherwise, while 
the Negro Revolutionary Movement in 
the South itself might proceed all right 
by forced-draft propulsion according to 
formula, too much damage might be 
done to the broader “proletarian” na- 
tional revolution, where great delicacy 
and deception were still needed. 

So, while the Communists had reiterated 
their demand and support for a Negro 
Soviet Republic in 1951, in a mimeo- 
graphed broadside of which they them- 
selves claimed to have distributed a mil- 
lion copies, in 1959 it was felt that a 
sharp repudiation of this position was 
imperative. And thus, at the 17th Na- 
tional Convention of the Communist 
Party USA, December 10 to 13, 1959, in 
the midst of gloating over the way Eisen- 
hower’s invitation to Khrushchev and 
Khrushchev’s resulting state visit to our 
country had made it possible for the 
comrades to gain more influence in 
America, the Convention passed a resolu- 
tion discarding the Party’s historic posi- 
tion in advocacy of “self-determination” 
for Negroes. 

This resolution was discussed by J. Edgar 
Hoover, in a ten-page printed statement 
issued on January 26, 1960 by the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee. In this 
statement Mr. Hoover made the com- 
ment: “Time itself has shown that the 
[Communist] party is not interested in 
the welfare of the Negro, but only in 
using him as a tool to advance party 
interests.” Then the Communist “theo- 


retical and political . magazine,” Political 
Affairs , devoted an article of fifteen pages 
in its February 1960 issue to a new look^ 
“On The Negro Question in the United 
States,” as a result of, and to explain, 
this ostensible about-face in Communist 
policy. This article insisted that the role' 
of the Negroes in the total proletarian 
revolution in the United States had to be 
given primary consideration and em- 
phasis. With regard to “this particular 
program” [namely, the demand for a 
Black Belt Soviet Republic], Political Af- 
fairs said that “Life experience and great- 
er knowledge of the question have ex- 
posed its deficiencies and for this reason 
the ‘self-determination’ projection and 
program for the solution of the Negro 
question in the United States is hereby 
discarded.” 

But do not jump to any conclusions re- 
garding this maneuver. In our opinion 
it was a brilliant temporary expedient, 
but only that. Even in this very article 
in Political Affairs , the Communists laid 
the groundwork for future doubling back 
with such italicized passages as the fol- 
lowing: “The question of Negro freedom 
is the crucial domestic issue of the day 
and a factor of international conse- 
quence.” Even more important is the fact 
that, as recently as June of 1964, the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Communist 
Party, U.S.A., had a quiet new distribu- 
tion made of the Ford and Allen opus 
of 1934. Obviously this was a way of 
emphasizing to the most important and 
most alert comrades that this booklet 
still set forth the strategy and the tactics 
of the future. And you might refresh 
your mind about the significance of that 
gesture, as to what to expect from the 
NRM (Negro Revolutionary Movement) 
in the years ahead, by going back and 
reading our quotations above from the 
booklet in question — especially those 
that we have italicized. 
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IV 

For convenience, let’s refer to the total 
/‘proletarian” drive for subversion of the 
United States as Revolution A, and to 
the Negro Revolutionary Movement as 
.Revolution N. As the Communists shift 
emphasis back and forth from one revo- 
lution to the other, there is no basic 
change indicated — by the article in Poli- 
tical Affairs or anywhere else — in the 
action program itself with regard to the 
American Negro. The change is only in 
the slogan under which that action pro- 
gram is to be carried forward. To pro- 
mote primarily Revolution N, the slogan 
had been, and we feel sure in time will 
be again, “self-determination,” or “na- 
tional liberation,” or the demand for a 
Negro Soviet Republic; all of which, in 
Communist semantics, mean the same 
thing. To utilize agitation among Ne- 
groes, and propaganda about the oppres- 
sion of Negroes, primarily in support 
of Revolution A, the slogan long has 
been “Civil Rights.” 

Since the early 1950’s, or quite a while 
before the 1959 Communist Convention 
repudiating “self-determination,” the 
“civil rights” theme has been predomi- 
nant. This may mean either that the 
Communists found the going for Revo- 
lution N tougher than they had expected, 
or the successful progress of Revolution 
A even more rapid than they had hoped. 
But in any event the Communist design, 
control, and uses of the “civil rights” 
movement remain equally clear. The 
program is as phony, in both premise 
and purpose, as was Mao Tse-tung’s pro- 
gram under the slogan of “agrarian re- 
form” — which supplied the Communist 
formula applicable to the present situa- 
tion. The atrocities perpetrated by Mao 
Tse-tung on hundreds of thousands of 
Chinese peasants were just as cruel, 
whether he was trying to terrorize them 
into supporting “agrarian reform” or 
“self-determination.” And the Commu- 


nist propaganda in any case is just as 
deceptive, and just as effective in rally- 
ing the support of uninformed and gul- 
lible idealists outside the reach of these 
atrocities, whether it is based on “self- 
determination” or “agrarian reform” or 
“civil rights.” 

It does not really matter too much, 
therefore, which of the two concurrent 
“revolutions” the Communists are push- 
ing harder at any given moment or how 
many times they reverse their lines — as 
they did with regard to being an enemy, 
then a bosom friend, and then again an 
enemy, of Adolph Hitler, all in a period 
of a few months. It does not really mat- 
ter whether or not, as we believe to be 
the case, the steps now taken under the 
slogan of “civil rights” can be made to 
fit into the progress of the NRM towards 
a Black Belt Soviet Republic. The im- 
portant point is that the whole present 
“civil rights” drive, in both action and 
propaganda, consists of the most decep- 
tive, fantastic, and incredible hypocrisy 
that has ever been put on display in 
American history. 

The whole matrix of agitation, turmoil, 
rioting, and propaganda, which is cur- 
rently designated by the phrase “civil 
rights,” was never more accurately de- 
scribed than by the man who is now 
President of the United States. In a 
speech delivered in Austin, Texas, on 
May 22, 1948, Lyndon B. Johnson, ob- 
viously seeking to build up the Southern 
backing which would eventually land 
him in the White House, made this 
statement: “The civil rights program, 
about which you have heard so much, 
is a farce and a sham — an effort to set 
up a police state in the guise of liberty. 
I am opposed to that program. I fought 
it in the Congress. It is the province of 
the state to run its own elections.” 

This analysis was eminendy correct in 
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every particular. It is still entirely correct. 
There has been no change since then, 
in either the so-called civil rights pro- 
gram itself, nor in the Constitutionally 
guaranteed rights of the states to run 
their own elections. The change lies sole- 
ly in Lyndon B. Johnson; or, more spe- 
cifically, in the political course and pro- 
nouncements which now seem to him 
to serve best his present political purposes 
and ambitions. 

As to the condition of the American 
Negro, which the Communists have been 
shouting that they were going to improve 
so much by applying on this continent 
the successful (!!) Soviet principles and 
procedures, it is well to ponder a state- 
ment written on January 24, 1948, by a 
famous New Orleans Liberal, Edgar B. 
Stern. This good citizen was himself 
favorably disposed towards much of the 
civil rights program, if it could be kept 
from Communist domination. Mr. Stern 
simply did not realize that the whole 
program was a product and tool of Com- 
munist strategy, into the support of which 
gullible idealists like himself had been 
pulled by Communist planning, propa- 
ganda, and deception. But being intel- 
lectually honest, Mr. Stern saw and stated 
an important truth: “I would say with- 
out hesitation that the most humble Ne- 
gro in America has greater security of 
life and person than any citizen of Russia 
or of its satellite countries.” And Mr. 
Stern could also have added correctly 
that in 1948 the average American Negro 
had both a great deal more personal free- 
dom, and a far higher material standard 
of living, than the average Russian, after 
a generation of all that glorious progress 
the Communists were claiming. 

Since 1948 there have been some impor- 
tant changes with regard to the conditions 
of the American Negro. 

(1) The educational opportunities of 


the Negroes in our southern states have 
been tremendously improved. Some of 
these states have been spending as much 
as fifty percent of their total school 
budget on Negro schools, while deriving 
only fifteen percent of the money for 
that purpose from taxes paid by the Ne- 
gro population. And this pattern was 
started long before, not because of, the 
1954 Supreme Court school decision, and 
the agitation which surrounded and fol- 
lowed that decision. 

(2) The job opportunities for Negroes, 
and the progress of Negroes in the busi- 
ness and professional fields, have marked- 
ly increased. This has been despite a de- 
termined undercover effort by the Com- 
munists to prevent this trend. For, as 
Manning Johnson pointed out, from his 
own knowledge and experience as a 
former high official of the Party, the 
Communists did not want to improve 
the lot of the Negroes, but actually just 
the opposite, in order to maintain as 
much basis as possible for their agitation 
and propaganda. 

(3) The “separate but equal” theory, 
which still applied to educational and 
other public facilities in about twenty 
percent of our states, had been rapidly 
gaining substance in the matter of equal- 
ity, and losing rigidity in the matter of 
separateness. The net effect was, as point- 
ed out a few years ago by America’s 
leading Negro magazine, Ebony , that the 
United States had made and was making 
more headway in the honorable solution 
of a difficult racial problem, than had 
ever been made by any other country. 

But by 1954 the Communists were ready 
to start coming out into the open with 
activities that stimulated the Negro Re- 
voluntionary Movement, or that made 
“civil rights” agitation a substantial com- 
ponent of the total revolution, or did 
both. As to the real Communist pur- 
poses, instead of the pretended purposes 
of these activities; as to the small meas- 


ure of local injustices which can be found, 
compared with the incredible turmoil 
.and bitterness created over them through- 
out a whole nation; as to the role of the 
Federal Government in grossly violating 
the “civil rights” of all of its citizens, 
when the guarantee of those rights is 
supposed to be what the “revolution” is 
all about; as to every aspect of the agita- 
tion and activities and propaganda, the 
whole “civil rights” movement is simply 
a gigantic fraud — or, as Lyndon John- 
son put it in 1948, a sham and a farce. 
But it is a fraud which is leading, and 
has been designed to lead, through chaos 
and suffering and horror, through mis- 
understanding on the part of the deluded 
and paralysis of the will to resist on the 
part of the terrorized victims, to the 
police state of Communist tyranny. 

There are those who believe that the 
simplest way to end the “movement,” 
to prevent the ultimate tragedy, is for 
the people of the South — white and 
black — simply to concede at once every 
demand of the Communist inspired 
agitators. But nothing could be further 
from the truth. 

Chiang Kai-shek tried this solution, in 
about 1946, with regard to the demands 
of the Chinese Reds under Mao Tse-tung. 
It was a fatal mistake. It is true that no- 
body could be more frustrated and dis- 
appointed, for a brief period, than would 
be the Communists behind the incite- 
ments to violence and bitterness in the 
South, if their front men were suddenly 
given every single thing they are rioting 
and shouting for with so much clamor. 
Just as Mao was almost thrown off his 
stride of terror when this unexpected 
tragedy happened to him in China. But 
the respite here, as it was there, would 
he too short-lived. In such cases the Com- 
munists immediately think up even more 
impractical and preposterous “reforms”— 
to be enforced immediately by law and 


guns, instead of gradually by good will 
and education— which new “reforms” 
they push with even more ruthlessness 
and violence while they are flush with 
their visible success as to earlier demands. 

We have had many examples of how far 
afield from justice or common sense the 
Communists will go, to proclaim oppres- 
sion where none exists and to demand 
“reforms” where none are needed. Boston 
offers an excellent illustration. As far 
back as forty -six years ago, when this 
writer first came to Massachusetts, every 
single privilege and right of our Negro 
citizens, for which these marches in the 
South are presently being organized, 
were already commonplace. I sat beside 
a Negro in one class in Harvard Law 
School. I frequently found a Negro stu- 
dent sitting beside me at lunch. There 
were no handicaps of any kind on Negro 
voting; no segregated schools; no segre- 
gated public facilities; and no legal or 
formal segregation of any kind. Today 
even the informal integration — social, 
political, and economic — has been carried 
so much further that a Negro politician, 
who is married to a white woman, was 
elected and is at present serving as At- 
torney General of the Commonwealth. 
You certainly would not think the “civil 
rights” agitators could find anything to 
complain about in Boston. 

But does that stop them from demanding 
“reforms,” or threatening riots to enforce 
such demands? Not at all. Where no 
reasons for complaint exist, such reasons 
have to be invented. In Boston, the chief 
of these inventions has been the complaint 
that the schools are racially unbalanced; 
and strident demands are made that 
pupils be regularly and daily hauled by 
buses to and from schools, in parts of the 
city distant from their homes, instead of 
going to the schools built to serve their 
neighborhoods — so as to remedy this 
“racial unbalance.” And when agitators 
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incite or coerce Negroes in Boston to 
parade and picket and clamor for “free- 
dom,” the whole sham and farce — as 
Lyndon Johnson called it — is both ne- 
farious and idiotic, but no more so than 
the march from Selma to Montgomery 
led by Martin Luther King. In neither 
case are the real instigators of these 
parades or marches interested at all 
in the ostensible objectives, but only in 
the by products along the route of “re- 
form.” 

As to handicaps to Negro voting in a few 
southern states, or other less specific in- 
justices in many states, there undoubtedly 
still remain some examples. These should 
be corrected. But they could be and were 
being corrected without creating any 
mountains to bring forth a mouse. To tear 
a whole great nation to pieces, and to try 
to plunge a large part of it into civil war, 
over the few such injustices as do exist, 
is on a par with sinking a mighty ship 
in order to get a rat out of the scupper. 
Except in this case the Communists be- 
hind the operation do not even care about 
getting rid of the rat. Sinking the ship 
is their real purpose all the way. 

V 

The only way to solve the problem at 
hand and prevent the horror ahead is, in 
our opinion, the only way to deal with 
all other aspects of the Communist con- 
spiracy and the conspiracy as a whole. 
And that is, simply to bring about 
enough understanding on the part of 
enough people of what the Communists 
are trying to do, and how they are trying 
to do it, and how much progress they 
have already made. It still takes the Com- 
munists quite a while to build up in the 
public mind an acceptance as truth of 
their falsehoods, deceptions, and propa- 
ganda. But they must have this accept- 
ance, in order to forestall the opposition 
which they would otherwise meet, as 
Communist terror becomes more exten- 


sive and pro-Communist political moves 
more brazen. 

The deliberate manufacture of falsehoods 
and false impressions about what is "ac- 
tually taking place in the South is now 
reaching the same level that was main- 
tained by Communist propaganda about 
Algeria for years. And none of these 
falsehoods and distortions could be ac- 
cepted or believed by even the most 
gullible and idealistic citizens of other 
states, if enough people in those states 
realized that the whole show was being 
stage-managed by Communists behind the 
scenes. And especially if these good peo- 
ple realized that the tactics used are all 
exactly in accordance with plans the 
Communists have been laying out in 
writing for their own agents ever since 
the 1920’s, and which they have repeatedly 
utilized, without any significant changes, 
in other areas all over the world. 

The truth is that the infamous picture 
of a dog attacking a Negro, while the 
dog was held in leash by a Birmingham 
police officer, was so carefully rehearsed 
until the “civil rights” agitators got ex- 
actly the picture they wanted, that the 
leg of the Negro victim’s trousers had 
even been cut with a razor in advance, 
so that it would fall apart more readily 
at the first touch by the dog. Yet this 
picture was shown on the front pages of 
newspapers all over the United States — 
most of which did not know it was a 
contrived phony — and became an ex- 
tremely important part of the Commu- 
nist propaganda about “civil rights.” 

Actually, it is not even necessary to cite 
specific instances of such mischievous 
misreporting or fabrication, if the Ameri- 
can people will only stop to think, and 
use the common sense God has given 
them. ,No matter what state you are in, 
for instance, ask yourself how you would 
like to have a huge flood of trouble- 


making outsiders, from all over the coun- 
try, shipped into your state for the spe- 
cific purpose of breaking its laws — all 
under the pretense of correcting some 
fault of your state, while crime and im- 
morality and injustice were rampant in 
their own. When you add to that situa- 
tion the fact that a large number of the 
trouble-making leaders in the forefront 
of this invasion are known to be Com- 
munists, fellow travelers, or Communist 
fronters, you certainly would not be hap- 
py about a similar development around 
you. And you have no more reason to 
be happy about it, or to give these actions 
your moral support — even through tacit 
lack of protest — than do the good people 
to whom it is actually happening in the 
states of Alabama and Mississippi. 

As to the pro-Communist personnel 
among these invaders, we call your atten- 
tion to a recent speech by Senator East- 
land, on the floor of the Senate, which 
was printed in the Congressional Record 
for February 3, 1965. He needed many 
pages of fine print to give the detailed 
record and documentation on the Com- 
munist affiliations of just the leading 
lawyers, in the group organized in New 
York and California to go to Mississippi 
and obtain hundreds of depositions in an 
effort to unseat the five Congressmen 
now serving in our House of Represen- 
tatives from that state. The same would 
be true with regard to similar groups of 
invaders who have gone to Alabama and 
Mississippi for parallel purposes in con- 
nection with the whole synthetic turmoil 
which has been created there. 

We contend that if enough people come 
to know these facts, and to understand 
the Communist influences at work in the 
total picture, the whole “civil rights” agi- 
tation and Negro Revolutionary Move- 
ment will all collapse as did the defense 
of Alger Hiss when the truth at long 
last became obvious to the court and the 


jury. And we hope that every patriotic 
reader will help us, as far as he is able, 
to reach other readers with this truth. 
The stakes in this struggle of truth 
against falsehood are as high as they have 
ever been in history. 

Wake up yourself, and wake up your 
friends and neighbors and associates to 
the part being played by the Federal 
Government, by the National Council 
of Churches, and by much of the press — 
although in general more unwittingly — 
in advancing Communist purposes, in 
demoralizing opposition to Communism, 
and in tearing to pieces the safeguards 
and framework of our Constitution. And 
since a single illustrative example fre- 
quently brings the beginning of under- 
standing better than a general survey, 
you might want to use Martin Luther 
King as an introductory exhibit. 

For few private citizens have wielded 
more influence in shaping the domestic 
policies of our Federal government than 
has King, and few have deserved this 
power and prestige less. Even Joseph Al- 
sop says that King “has accepted and is 
almost certainly still accepting Commu- 
nist collaboration and even Communist 
advice.” And this was putting the mat- 
ter very mildly indeed. 

For an illustration, King employed one 
Jack O’Dell as a top level aide from 1960 
to 1963, even though O’Dell was a 
known member of the National Com- 
mittee of the Communist Party, U.S.A., 
and was officially so listed on their let- 
terhead of November, 1961. For another, 
Martin Luther King himself attended the 
Highlander Folk School, in Monteagle, 
Tennessee, over Labor Day weekend in 
1957. The record is clear that this insti- 
tution was a “Communist training 
school.” That same school now operates 
as the Highlander Center, in Knoxville, 
Tennessee; and as recently as May, 1963, 


the letterhead of Highlander Center listed 
Martin Luther King as one of its offi- 
cial sponsors. 

Among other close associates of King 
are James Dombrowski, and Carl and 
Anne Braden, all three identified under 
oath as Communists; and Bayard Rustin, 
who joined the Young Communist 
League in 1936, and whose pro-Commu- 
nist activities and criminal career are all 
a matter of record. Rustin served as 
King’s secretary for five years, and ac- 
companied King to Norway in Decem- 
ber, 1964, when King was given the No- 
bel Peace Prize. A full listing and docu- 
mentation of King’s connection with 
Communists would take many pages. 
And in the face of this record King 
simply revealed his own character by 
his recent claim that “there are as many 
Communists in the freedom movement 
as there are Eskimos in Florida.” This 
brazen statement itself follows the Com- 
munist technique: “L’audace, toujours 
Taudace!” 

The tremendous “honors” heaped upon 
King reveal two things: (1) How far 
King has gone in establishing himself as 
the favorite of the Communists, or as the 
Ben Bella of the Negro Revolutionary 
Movement; and (2), how far Communist 
influences have gone in subverting great 
prize committees and universities to the 
service of Communist propaganda and 
purposes. The fact that Yale University 
once gave Martin Luther King an hon- 
orary degree does not make King any 
less the “notorious liar” which J. Edgar 
Hoover called him, nor any less of a 


trouble maker pushing pro-Communist 
programs than his record proves him to 
be. It merely shows the utterly disgrace? 1 
ful level to which Yale University — along 
with many other institutions of higher 
leaning — has been brought by the in- 
fluences which now control it. As for 
the real significance of the Nobel Peace 
Prize, we published nearly ten years ago 
the plain fact that, even then, for all 
practical purposes, the Nobel Prize Com- 
mittees had become simply propaganda 
agencies of the Soviet Government. 

A more detailed study of “the life and lies” 
of Martin Luther King, from plenty of 
materials which are available, will con- 
vince any reasonable American that this 
man is not working for, but against, the* 
real welfare and best interests of either 
the Negroes in the United States, or of 
the United States as a whole. And the 
same thing is true of many of the other 
leaders in the “two revolutions at once” 
which now beset our nation. 

Finally, let us repeat once again: The 
fundamentally decent American mind 
simply refuses to recognize the nature of 
the beasts with whom we are now en- 
gaged in the most completely all-out 
struggle that the human race has ever 
known. But it had better be recognizing 
these realities soon, or all decency will be 
deliberately wiped off the face of our 
planet. For if and when the United States 
goes the way of Czechoslovakia and 
China and Cuba and the Congo, not 
only will our own freedom, our lives, and 
our country be lost, but our whole civi- 
lization will be destroyed.

Parade, I read your message ‘'For America's Youth". I enjoyed 
it, but I found that I myself, although not being a youth, 
found myself in a confhsed state. In your article you talked 
about both the far right and the far left extremists and it is 
concerning this that I write to you tonight.

I joined the . John Birch Society about six months ago. I 
have read some of their material and some of their recommended 
material, of which one was your book "Masters of Deceit". I 
want to tell you this book meant a great deal to me and I wish 
I had read it sooner. In my reading connected with the society 
I have found none of the points which you said, to look for in 
an extremist group, but just this week in the Virginia Methodist 
Advocate, which is the official Methodist paper for our state, 
an article appeared on extremist groups. I am enclosing this 
article and would appreciate you reading the part on extremist 
groups, for I would like to know if the extremists on the right 
that you warn about are the same that our Church paper warns about. 


Realizing that your time is valuable and you have many im- 
portant matters facing you, I know this may seem like an insig- 
nificant matter, but it is most confusing in todays world to 
read so many conflicting statements. It would help to know, if 
for any reason, the FBI has call to label these groups extremists.

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Christians Grow 

Through Conflict 


Sunday School Lesson 
for July 18/ 1965 


W e live in a day of fashions and 
fads. Certain things are “in," 
others are “out." In religious 
circles today, “relax" is definitely in, 
but “conflict" is out. The late Halford 
E. Luccock commented on this trend in 
Protestant preaching. “For the truth 
that one needs to relax to keep the mind 
and the spirit from being snapped by 
taut stretching has lately been so stressed 
that it bids fair to blot out all other as- 
pects of the Christian gospel. In some 
pulpits the New Testament seems in dan- 
ger of being abbreviated to one word, 
the blessed word 'relax' " (Luccock, 
H. E., Like A Mighty Army, p. 131). 

The Christian Faith does not glorify 
conflict. It recognizes that conflict can 
be, and often is, destructive. But neither 
does Christianity refuse to acknowledge 
the existence of conflict. It recognizes 
that there is struggle within the heart of 
man, between man and man, and be- 
tween man and God. It does no good to 
hide one’s head in the sand, and deny 
the existence of struggle. Indeed, such 
self-deception is harmful. For conflict 
that is honestly faced can be overcome 
through Christ. And the result is often 
Christian growth. 

THE SCOPE OF CONFLICT 

It would be difficult to exaggerate the 
extent of conflict in our modern world. 
Conflict reaches its burning fingers into 
every organization every human rela- 
tionship, and into the heart of man him- 
self. 

Without the help of Sigmund Freud and 
modern psychology, Paul recognized the 
struggle in the mind of man. “For I do 
not do the good I want, but the evil I do 
not want is what I do" (Romans 7:19). 
And then he continued in words that 
might well be the motto of depth psy- 
chology: “Now if I do what I do not 
want, it is no longer I that do it, but sin 
which dwells within me" (Romans 7:20). 
Here is the classic description of the 
divided self that is torn between what it 
wills and what it does. 

In his unique way. Charles Schulz por- 
trays our human condition in his popular 
comic strip. “Peanuts." Lucy is shown 
talking to her brother Linus. She has 
drawn a picture of the human heart, 
with a vertical line in the middle. One 
half is painted a dark color, the other 
half is left white. She explains to Linus : 
“This, Linus, is a picture of the human 
heart! One side is filled with hate and 
the other side is filled with love. These 


are the two fore© which are constantly 
at war with each other." Linus puts his 
hand over his heart, and with a worried 
look, says: “I think I know what you 
mean. I can feel them fighting!" Who 
has not felt this struggle within his 
heart, the age old conflict between good 
and evil impulses? 

Multiply this hunan condition a billion- 
fold and you will have a fair approxi- 
mation of our world situation. Each 
morning’s paper chronicles the sad state 
of affairs — the cold war between East 
and West, the hot war in Viet Nam and' 
Santo Domingo, racial tension in our 
cities and towns, and crime in our 
streets. 

FACING UP TO CONFLICT 

Paul was quick to face up to the con- 
flict that raged within his mind. For he 
had wrestled with it, but had never over- 
come it. Indeed, it had almost overcome 
him. “For I delight in the law of God, 
in my inmost self, but I see in my mem- 
bers another law at war with the law 
of my mind and making me captive to 
the law of sin which dwells in my mem- 
bers. Wretched-, man that I am! Who 
will deliver me from this body of death?" 
(Romans 7:22-24). 

An honest facing up to conflict is a 
necessary precondition to its solution. 
But this is exactly what so many Amer- 
ican churches and communities refuse 
to do. Ask the average citizen and church 
member about the existence of tension 
in his community or church. He will be 
quick to say: “We don’t have any prob- 
lems here. We all get along fine togeth- 
er." He will say this in spite of the fact

that there may be a dozen families in 
the church who are not on speaking 
terms, and every institution in the com- 
munity Js segregated along racial lines. 
In our American churches and com- 
munities, we have placed a high prem- 
ium on harmony and peace. Often, we 
sacrifice truth and justice in the inter- 
ests of peace. But the cause of peace is 
not ultimately served by ignoring the 
claims of truth and justice. 

OVERCOMING CONFLICT 

The violent conflict which Paul felt in 
his mind was overcome through Christ. 
It brought from him these joyous words 
of thanksgiving : “Thanks be to God 
through Jesus Christ our Lord!" (Ro- 


mans 7:25). In the gladness of the mo- 
ment of release, Paul did not stop to ex- 
plain how Christ had brought about this 
deliverance. 

The conflict of man with himself is 
overcome through faith in Christ. The di- 
vided self is reunited through the grace 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. In interpreting 
Paul’s experience of grace, Paul Tillich 
makes use of the idea of “acceptance." 
“In the picture of Jesus as the Christ, 
which appeared to him (Paul) at the 
moment of his greatest separation from 
other men, from himself and God, he 
found that he was accepted, he was able 
to accept himself and to be reconciled to 
others. The moment in which grace 
struck him and overwhelmed him he 
was reunited with that to which he be- 
longed ..." (Tillich, Paul, The Shaking 
of the Foundations, p. 160). Sin brings 
separation from ourselves and others : 
grace brings acceptance of ourselves and 
others. We can accept others, because 
we have been accepted by God. This is 
the clue to overcoming conflict in every 
area of life. 

THE CONTINUING CONFLICT 

Deliverance from conflict is both pres- 
ent and future. It is begun in this life. 
It is completed in the life that is to 
come. Immediately after his shout of 
praise to God for the grace of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, he reminded his readers, 
in a more somber mood, that the con- 
flict with sin continued. “So then, I of 
myself serve the law of God with my 
mind, but with my flesh I serve the law 
of sin" (Romans 7:25). 

The conflict continues. With Paul, we 
experience moments of victory through 
Christ, moments when we are at peace 
with God, and man, and ourselves. But 
we also experience moments of separa- 
tion, when we are alienated from God, 
and man, and ourselves. The battles that 
our fathers won for freedom, truth, and 
justice must be rewon by us, and by our 
children. The conflict continues until God 
speaks His great Amen.

Methodist Literature 

What is the aim and purpose of Meth- 
odist literature? 

To be faithful to the full gospel and 
way of Jesus Christ as the Bible reveals 
them, and as The Methodist Church has 
proclaimed them throughout its history. 

What is the plan of our literature? 

It is designed to promote a continuity, 
a learning and growth in the Christian 
life from the nursery through mature 
years. 

Why should we use Methodist ma- 
terials instead of that produced by other 
sources? 

Because they present Methodist the- 
ology, the Wesleyan concern for social 
issues and Christian principles which 
apply to all areas of life. They are writ- 
ten using the finest background of educa- 
tional methods and procedures available. 

Why have so many criticisms been 
made concerning statements made in 
Methodist literature relative to miracles, 
virgin birth, sex, etc? 

People often read part of a statement 
or portions of an article. What the ma- 
terials actually say if you read them 
in context is often quite different from 
what is asserted about them. 

The United Nations 

“The United Nations costs us too 
much” is one of the charges often made. 

We very often look at total figures. 
The cost per capita for each person in 
the United States last year was less 
than $1.00. The total payment to the 
UN budget by the U. S. in one year is 
less than the street cleaning bill for the 
city of New York for the same period 
of time. 

Why should the United States have 
only one vote? 

The Charter of the U. N. affirms "the 
equal rights of nations large and small” 
which is the same principle as that in 
domestic law which says that all indi- 
vidual persons are equal before the law. 

Why does the United States have to 
pay such a large portion of the budget 
and Russia such a small portion? 

United Nations assessments are cal- 
culated according to capacity to pay. At 
the present time, as to the ratio of UN 
contribution to gross national product, 
the U. S. ranks twenty-second, with a 
percentage of .038. It is interesting to 
note that Russia's assessment has in- 
creased, while ours has decreased. 


U. S. 39.89% reduied to 32.02% 
Russia 6.62% increased to 15% 

Why should we conlribute money to 
UNICEF when it is used for children in 
communist countries? - 

In 1964, only three cents of every $1.00 
was administered to children in com- 
munist controlled countries. UNICEF 
aims to "help a child in need” whether 
he lives in a democracy or a dictator- 
ship. 

Why should we continue to support the 
UN when it is only a ‘powerless - debat- 
ing society”? 

The UN has done much more than de- 
bate. It has stopped or prevented eight 
minor armed conflicts, has mediated 
many other disputes and has been the 
confining agency in preventing war from 
spreading to world-wide scale. 

Is it true that UNICEF staff is infil- 
trated with communists from top level 
down? 

The UNICEF staff is composed of citi- 
zens of 65 countries. Of the 714 on staff, 
108 are U. S. citizens, while 10 are citi- 
zens of countries with communist gov- 
ernments. 

Is it true that UNICEF is a “handout” 
aid? 

To obtain aid, a country must make 
substantial expenditures. In 1965, aided 
countries are providing 2*4 times as 
much as they are receiving from 
UNICEF. 

What Does the U.N. Do? 

Among many things, the following are 
pertinent : 

WHO eliminates epidemics and inocu- 
lates against disease 

FAO increases crop productions and 
teaches more adequate diet 

AEC works for constructive use of 
atomic energy 

BANK grants loans for self help and 
attempts to stabilize economy 

UNESCO works on standard alphabets 
for literacy; gives scholarships to in- 
ternational students 

UNICEF gives milk, vaccine and vita- 
mins 

COURT OF JUSTICE deals with inter- 
national disputes 

TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL protects the 
interests of non-independent countries 
and enables them to become independent 

Extremist Groups 

What are the names of some of the 
so-called extremist groups? 

The John Birch Society, supporters of 
Carl McIntyre, Billy James Hargis, Dan 
Smoot and Myers Lowman to specifically 


name a few. 

Are the extremist groups democratic? 
No. To a striking degree, their organi- 
zations are built on the principle that 
wisdom resides in a leader or elite group. 
What is an extremist group? 

The phrase usually refers to the radi- 
cal rightist groups in the U. S. Com- 
munism exists as the extreme on the 
far left, but the term extremism tends 
to be identified with right wing extreme 
ism. 

Right wing groups have been called 
fascist and anarchic. Which more aptly 
describes them? 

They have tendencies of both. They 
are extremely anti-government, hut In 
their methods, they reduce rank and file 
to a kind of task force. They use smear 
tactics and unproven accusations. They 
do not want to be controlled yet they 
coerce others by every means. 

Do the extremists have a common 
message? 

No, but most of them emphasize these 
points : 

1. Those who are leaders must he pulled 
down: they are communists or dupes. 

2. Those who are on the outside of ad- 
vantages must be kept outside; their 
efforts to become equal are communist 
inspired. 

3. America must disentangle itself from 
international bodies, which are all 
communist inspired, (such as the UN 
or OAS).

The following is a result 
of days of careful inquiry and inter- 
views in St. Augustine. 


■ Four hundred years ago next Sep- 
tember, St. Augustine, the oldest city in 
America, was founded on the east coast 
of Florida by Spanish explorers. Time 
has only beautified this ancient city of 
eighteen thousand citizens. St. Augus- 
tine, with its forty-five miles of wide, 
sandy beaches and its fascinating store 
of Spanish antiquity, has long been a 
vacation playground and a mecca for 
history-conscious tourists. 

Since the founding of the city, white 
and Negro families have lived side by 
side in peace and happiness. They live 
that way today, within one block of the 
City Hall and in most other parts of the 
city. For seventy-five years, the Negro 
citizens have voted in city elections, and 
civic participation by St. Augustine’s 
four thousand Negroes has been con- 
stantly encouraged by such organiza- 
tions as the local Junior Chamber of 
Commerce — which has even operated 
voter-registration campaigns among 
Negro citizens. Always a leader in mu- 
nicipal responsibility, St. Augustine was 


one of the first Southern cities to em 
ploy Negroes on its police force. Thi 
was done thirty years ago, and the in 
• tegrated St. Augustine Police Depart 
ment has been used as a model fo: 
other Southern cities. It might also b< 
noted that the St. Johns County Sher 
iffs Department — the county force alsc 
responsible for the city of St. Augus 
tine — has been integrated now for mam 
years. 

There are no segregation ordinance 
on the city’s books, and, as a result, n< 
public facilities are segregated. Th< 
public schools were integrated in th< 
Fall of 1963 without a court order. Or 
the ocean, separate public beaches wen 
used; but not by compulsion of law, b] 
habit and by preference. [Most Negroe 
used Butler’s Beach. In fact, the mair 
section of that beach was donated to th< 
State especially for Negroes by Fran! 
Butler, a leading Negro citizen.] 

I 

Some three years ago, a Negro den 
tist named Dr. R. B. Hayling arrivec 
in this quaint, peaceful community. H( 
came to take over the practice of th< 
late Dr. Rudolph N. Gordon, a highb 
respected Negro dentist with mam 
more white patients than colored. Then 
shortly after his arrival, Hayling sur 
faced as an extreme and violent racis 
— demanding racial coordination by th< 
force of government. He soon becam< 
the leader of the,]ocal NAACP group. 

In June of jl96^> the Mayor of St 
Augustine, Dr^/Joseph Shelly, wa: 
forced to return /from his vacation be 
cause Hayling, ^he dentist, claimed tha

he is author of 
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he could no longer restrain his NAACP 
followers from acts of violence unless 
the city complied with certain demands. 
Upon his return, Mayor Shelly was 
compel ied to reject Hayling’s incredible 
demands for desegregation on the sim- 
ple grounds that no public facilities 
were segregated , and because — as every- 
one knows — he had no such authority 
over privately-owned restaurants and 
motels. For these same reasons, the 
Mayor also refused to appoint a “bi- 
racial committee,” a propaganda

scheme proposed by the militant den- 
tist. 

Mr, Hayling’s followers then began 
to engage in sit-in and lie-in demon- 
strations on private property, in open 
violation of local and state laws — the 
sort of simple trespass laws which have 
been a part of most state and local codes 
for centuries. The local police were thus 
forced to arrest and remove the law- 
breakers. Not a single Negro was in- 
jured. The failure of these demonstra- 
tions to produce violence now seemed 
to provoke the need for more drastic

action by Dr. Hay ling/ An UPI dis- 
patch of June 19, 1962 quotes Hayling 
as threatening criminal violence: 


On November 15, 1963, Hayling was 
severely reprimanded by Judge William 
McRae in the Federal Court at Jack- 
sonville, Florida, where he sought an 
injunction against the city. In denying 
the injunction, the Federal Judge told 
Hayling: 


At this point, the local NAACP was 
forced to disavow Hayling. 

The little city now settled down to 
prepare itself for the anticipated flow 
of tourists upon whom they depend for 
a living. In the meantime, Hayling, 
after being dropped by the NAACP, 
became the local leader of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference 
(SCLC), the front organization of the 
notorious Martin Luther King. As such, 
he invited [March 11, 1964] the Massa- 
chusetts Chapter of the SCLC to send 
agitators to St. Augustine during the 
college spring vacation. 

Just before the spring vacation began, 
a shocked local boy, attending school in

Connecticut, warned St. Augustine’s 
Mayor Shelly of the planned invasion. 
He also sent the Mayor copies of leaf- 
lets that had been distributed to stu- 
dents and clergymen throughout the 
New England area by the Student 
Christian Movement and the SCLC; 
the leaflets called for demonstrations in 
St. Augustine on March twenty-first to 
twenty-eight and/or March twenty- 
ninth to April fourth. Trouble was on 
its way. 

II 

Dr. Hardcrove S. Norris, a prom- 
inent surgeon and a highly respected 
citizen of St. Augustine gives this eye- 
witness account of the invasion that 
followed : 

“St. Augustine has been targeted for 
demonstrations since last summer. 
There were sporadic attempts to inte- 
grate restaurants and motels. This was 
done in some of the chain firms such 
as at the Holiday Inn, Howard John- 
son’s, and Wooiworth’s. By Easter, a 
special task force invaded St. Augus- 
tine, highlighted by the activities of the 
Peabodvs of Massachusetts, The last 
week of May saw the real invasion 
under the command of Martin Luther 
King and his lieutenants. In spite of 
King’s efforts> at no time , I repeat, at 
no time did the peace of St. Augustine 
become threatened. At no time did the 
local police and Sheriff lose control. 
Law and order were maintained com- 
pletely. The city further strengthened 
the hand of its law-enforcement officers 
by declaring a ban on demonstrations 
after eight-thirty at night. It was at this 
point that the Federal Judiciary, in the 
form of the Federal Court in Jackson- 
ville funder Judge Simpson], turned 
the demonstrators loose by interdicting 
the right of the city to impose and en- 
force the ban— an unbelievable prece- 
dent. Concurrently with this, the Gov- 
ernor of the State of Florida intervened 
directly in the internal administration 
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The court is of the opinion that 
the plaintiff did not come into court 
with dean hands. Their leadership 
and particularly Robert B. Hayling 
have displayed a lack of restraint , 
common sense and good judgment, 
and an irresponsibility which have 
done a disservice to the advancement 
of the best interests of all the plain- 
tiffs and others in St , Augustine who 
are similarly situated . Problems 
which might well have been solved 
by intelligent action have been han- 
dled with deliberate provocation and 
apparent intent to incite disorder and 
confusion. [Emphasis ours.]

of law enforcement in our community. 

“Now it is important to understand 
that prior to this the Governor had co- 
operated with the City of St. Augustine 
by sending in as an auxiliary force a 
small number of state troopers. Because 
of the invasion of outsiders of unknown 
accountability, the citizens of our com- 
munity, the city officials, the Chief of 
Police, and Sheriff, appreciated the re- 
lief and aid which those troopers pro- 
vided and were very glad to sec them 
here. But, on June fifteenth, a change

occurred. The Governor suddenly in- 
voked a special emergency police power 
that had been voted by a special session 
of the Florida Legislature in 1956. He 
announced to the Press that he was 
taking personal command of law en- 
forcement in 'strife-torn’ St. Augustine. 
This was strange because there was no 
strife in St. Augustine . 

“As a member of the staff of Flagler 
Hospital, I can vouch that we had very 
few injuries resulting from the dem- 
onstrations brought to the hospital, and 
the injured that were brought were of a

minor consequence usually treatable 
with a Ba Eid-Aid. The action of the 
Governor was simply not justified by 
the actual situation in St* Augustine*” 

This unusual and curious act by Gov- 
ernor Farris Bryant rendered the pow- 
ers of the local Sheriff and Chief of 
Police impotent* They were left to 
handle petty larceny and the usual mis- 
demeanors that plague any community 
— but they were now powerless to pre- 
vent an outbreak of violence which 
might result from the presence or ac- 
tivity of “Reverend” King's racist agita- 
tors* St* Augustine was firmly in the 
hands of the Governor's special police 
force, and the arbitrary actions of that 
force were shocking. We again quote 
Dr, Norris: 

“From being a friendly force, the 
state troopers were transformed almost 
overnight into a hostile army. There 
were incidents of citizens being stopped 
in the course of their normal move- 
ment and searched, the most pedestrian 
articles were often seized, and all this 
was done without warrant or reason. 


One of the first individuals treated in 
this fashion was a prominent physician, 
Dr. Raymond S. Cafaro* He'd been on 
a house call and was returning down 
one of our main streets when he was 
stopped by a trooper and told that the 
area was blocked and he had to go an- 
other direction. The doctor demurred 
and agreed to turn around and retrace 
his steps* As he started off, the state 
trooper commanded him to halt, and, 
when he rolled to a stop, he was or- 
dered to identify himself* Even though 
Dr* Cafaro did this properly, he was 
forced to get out of his automobile, 
place his hands on the roof top of the 
car, spread his legs and he ignominious- 
]y searched in front of local citizens, 
many of whom knew and respected 
him and who vigorously protested to 
the state trooper. They were told to 
shut up, or they would be put in jail* 
The state trooper then forced the doc- 
tor against a stone wall, leaving the car 
in the middle of the road, and called a 
patrol wagon to take him to jail. For- 
tunately a local policeman happened to 


arrive on the spot and secured the doc- 
tor's release, 

“Another incident occurred to the 
wife of one of our other physicians. She 
was kindly delivering some medicine 
to a friend, ft was about eleven o'clock 
at night when she was stopped very 
much in the same fashion. Because she 
did not halt fast enough for the officer, 
she was hauled out of the automobile 
and carried off to jail. Her husband had 
to get out of bed and go to the jail to 
secure her release* He was compelled 
to post a twenty-five dollar bond. This 
is in contrast to the treatment accorded 
Martin Luther King, who was proved 
to have employed, in his agitation, 
parolees of a minor age l.rom a deten- 
tion school. He was charged with the 
crime of “contributing to the delin- 
quency of a minor,” but King was 
treated differently; he was released 
without bail on his own cognizance, 

“Another incident occurred in which 
a man appeared at the Sheriff's office 
with a receipt to reclaim his son's toy 
popgun, one of those cork air-guns that 
children use. He presented himself to 
the Sheriff and asked where he had to 
go to recover this deadly [sic!] weapon 
which the Governor's officers had seized 
from his car the night before. 

“A very revealing incident was the 
arrest by a state trooper of a local po 
lieeman of fifteen-years honorable ser- 
vice* He was in civilian clothes at the 
time, but identified himself to the 
trooper. Our police officer was charged 
with carrying a concealed weapon 
which, in actuality, was a fifteen-inch 
piece of waterpipc* He was carrying the 
pipe, as evidence, openly in his hand to 
the police station to be checked for fin- 
gerprints* On arrival at the county jail, 
a Deputy Sheriff again identified this 
man as a local police officer. Nonethe- 
less, the state trooper still preferred 
charges and our officer was jailed. Ob- 
viously, the Judge threw this case out 
of court*

“As these incidents were multiplied 
many times over, local citizens were 
horrified to realize that the state troop- 
ers who at first had been allies and 
friends were now their jailers, and bad, 
in effect, isolated and exposed their in- 
tegrated, model community to the night- 
mare of what can only be called a police 
state * Citizens quickly realized that 
there was no difference between what 
was happening under the state troopers 
and what would have happened if an 
occupying federal army had been sent 
in. The treatment, in no way, could 
have been worse* 

“The commandant of the state troop^ 
ers, meeting with doctors in our com- 
munity in an endeavor to set up a pre- 
cautionary First Aid Station, made the 
comment that his orders were to protect 
the N eg roe s 7rT Tvkatei^ 'lanonstra- 
tions ifiey irngJil Tcilh to ma$e. It was 
obvious that this was exactly what the 
state troopers were doing; protecting 
imported ag ka to rs— u nde r __ou r__ Go ve r - 
nor's orders — as d^ey_setji bout vio lating 
the peace and private property of our 
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citizens- The state troopers stood by 
while the demonstrators invaded the 
private swimming pool of a motor 
court. They even led midnight march- 
ers through residential sections, turning 
flashlights upon the first and second- 
story windows of houses where families 
were sleeping. They permitted the dem- 
onstrators to bellow songs and shout, 
and allowed them, as well as news pho- 
tographers, to trample private lawns, 
destroying shrubbery and flowers. The 
special state troopers ceased to be re- 
garded as friends and some restaurants 
even refused to serve them. During 
this time, our Chief of Police and 
Sheriff were forced to withhold their 
forces. The commandant of the state 
troops made no attempt to coordinate 
and cooperate with them in any way, 
and the city officials and the city law- 
enforcement agencies were completely 
by-passed.” 

From many eyewitnesses come state- 
ments praising the Sheriff and the Chief 
of Police who on one occasion were 
even forced to brush aside the confused

state troopers in order to avert certain 
violence; they turned demonstrators 
from a planned line of march which 
would have taken them right into a 
meeting of angry white citizens gath- 
ered in the Plaza. At least seven eye- 
witnesses to whom we spoke felt that 
the special state police force was saved 
from a serious situation only by the 
quick and intelligent action of the lo- 
cal enforcement officers who knew and 
understood the local situation. 

Remember that, in creating this special 
state police force, Governor Bryant con- 
ferred upon it the power to make ar- 
rests for violation of any regulation that 
he might promulgate. This, in effect, 
turned St. Augustine into a police 
state under martial law. During the pe- 
riod, it was primarily white local citi- 
zens who were seized and searched for 
so-called deadly weapons by the Gov- 
ernor’s special police force. There was 
an obvious effort made to avoid search- 
ing Negroes and agitators. The few 
times that the Sheriff was able to have 
even a few of the demonstrators 
searched, law officers collected numer- 
ous pistols, knives, and ice picks. When 
the Sheriff tried a general search of 
demonstrators before a mass march, 
the special police force refused to allow 
it. 

Ill 

Now that the race agitators have 
departed, law-abiding citizens of this 
ancient city have paused to reflect; 
many questions come to their minds. 

One has to do with Hayling, the den- 
tist. His dental practice is almost non- 
existent. His dental office is now a near 
headquarters for outside agitators, and 
he is still authorizing hills in the name 
of the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference. The source of the funds 
that sustain him and support his activ- 
ities is a mystery. 

The provocative and willfully un- 
lawful acts of the publicity-seeking Mrs. 
Malcolm E. Peabody, mother of the

Governor of Massachusetts, are regard- 
ed by most St. Aug usiinia ns as those of 
a misguided ‘‘do-gooder” in her dotage; 
acts to he expected from the brain- 
washed wife of a retired Episcopal 
Bishop tainted with a strange public 
record of some thirteen Communist 
Front affiliations. No such compassion 
is felt, however, for her son, the Rev- 
erend George Peabody, whose display 
of straighl-from-the-bottle vodka drink- 
ing — while in clerical garb — engendered 
no great wave of respect. The same 
might be said of his later performance 
described in these words by L. O. Davis 
Jr., Sheriff of St. Johns County: 

While Mrs. Peabody was recently 
confined in the St. Johns County 
Jail, a man dressed in the garb of a 
priest or minister came to the jail 
and stated that he wanted to visit 
his mother , and that he was her son. 
Reverend Peabody. 

/ told him that she was retired 
and that / did not allow visits from 
persons who were heavily 'under the 


influence of intoxicants and refused 
to alloiv him to visit her . I told him 
that if he did not leave that I would 
prefer charges against him. He called 
a taxicab and left. 

The citizens of St. Augustine thij 
they understand — if they cannot respt 
— the Peabody s; but they cannot undt 
stand why they were invaded by a Prt 
corps many times larger than the o 
that came to report the visit to tht 
city by Vice President Lyndon Johnst 
last March 11, 1963. If reporting t 
truth is still considered a proper jot 
nalistic function, then, they ask, w) 
didn’t the Press check the inflamm 
tory and false statements contained 
the releases of Ling’s fronts before me 
ing an army of cameramen and i 
porters into their city? Why were cai 
cramen and reporters always stations 
in advance , at the trouble spots? [Tht 
presence was even used as an indicat 
by law officers who thus knew whe 
the agitators planned to perfor 
next.) Why were the agents of tl 
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Doctor Hordgrove Norris, on eyewitness. 


Press so openly in favor of the provoca- 
teurs and so violently against the citi- 
zens of their peaceful little town? The 
questions go on and on. 

Another puzzle to them is the com- 
plete reversal of position taken by cer- 
tain public officials. Why, they prudent- 
ly inquire, should a Federal Judge deny 
an injunction against the city (and in 
doing so actually brand Mrs. Malcolm 
Peabody a trouble-making outsider) 
and then suddenly reverse himself and 
supinely grant the same injunction to 
Martin Luther King— this time public- 
ly humiliating their Mayor, Chief of 
Police, and Sheriff? 

From many eyewitnesses comes the 
impression that judge Simpson con- 
ducted a court that was demonstrably 
biased in favor of King's hoodlums. 
After the lawyers for the city and the 
lawyers for the agitators had rested 
their cases, judge Simpson even took 
a day and a half to ask leading, often 
insulting, and highly loaded questions 
of local law-enforcement officers while 
fawning upon the racist agents and 


their attorneys. “Reverend” King was 
surely a far greater hero to this Federal 
Judge than he was to the Negro min- 
isters of St. Augustine, who refused to 
have anything to do with him. After 
all, the Negro ministers concluded, St. 
Augustine is not a segregated commu- 
nity. They were also familiar with 
King's past associations with the activ- 
ities and agents of the Communist Par- 
ty of the United States. 

And why, St. Augustinians ask, did 
their Governor reverse his position from 
supporting the very efficient local law- 
enforcement agents to down-grading 
them and placing over them a special 
state force with orders to protect the 
Negroes — and not the total community? 
What changed his mind? He had nu- 
merous agents in St. Augustine who 
knew how efficiently and peacefully 
the local law officers were then hand- 
ling the situation. And, perhaps most 
important, who convinced the Gover- 
nor to proclaim a state of emergency 
over this peaceful American city? 

As distant spectators the citizens of 
St. Augustine — like all of us — saw local 
law-enforcement officers displaced by 
federal paratroopers in Little Rock, 
Arkansas. They also saw local law-en- 
forcement officers displaced with Fed- 
eral Marshals in Oxford, Mississippi. 
They have noted the cries of “police 
brutality” coming from the Communist 
Press and certain foolish “Liberal” dai- 
lies in Northern cities — and against 
some of the best local police forces in 
the world. But before their very eyes 
the citizens of St. Augustine now 
watched as their own efficient and re- 
spected police officers were displaced 
by a subservient Governor and replaced 
by a strange special police force. After 
putting two and two together, they 
wonder if St. Augustine was not used 
as a practice run to test the use of special 
state police forces, instead of the U.S. 
Army or U.S. Marshals, as an occupy- 
ing military unit. 


IV 

When the demonstrations of both 
the amateur “do-gooders” and the pro- 
fessional provocateurs led by Martin 
Luther King failed to produce riots and 
voilence— when the citizens of St. Au- 
gustine, Negro and white, refused to 
act lawlessly — “Reverend” King found 
himself in trouble. He had boasted in 
previous press conferences that he 
would “have St. Augustine on its knees” 
in ten days. He was now being severely 
criticized for his failure by the more 
militant Negro leaders who have since 
operated their successful riots in New 
York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Illi- 
nois, Kansas, and Michigan; they were 
clamoring for his removal as a leader 
of the cause. King now needed a face- 
saving operation very badly. It came in 
the form of n most unusual telephone 
call from United States Senator George 
Smothers. The Senator, slating that he 
was acting as liaison officer for the 
President of the United States, urged a 
business leader of St. Augustine to com- 
ply with “Reverend” King’s demand to 
form a bi-racial committee. This would 
save face for King, as he had now com- 
pletely lost out on every other demand. 

To the credit of local businessmen 
and the Mayor, the entire community 
of St. Augustine— black and white- 
stood firm. They refused to bow the 
knee to King, to the Governor, the 
Senator, or even to the White House. 
They flatly refused to form or to serve 
on the phoney bi-racial committee, 
come Hell, hurricane, or the whole 
Fifth Army. 

It was Governor Bryant who now 
rushed to the rescue of Martin Luther 
King by announcing that he had formed 
a bi-racial committee for St. Augustine. 
When asked by the Press to name the 
members of the committee, the Gover- 
nor — alwa ys an i n nova cor — offered 
something new in American politics: 
“It was a secret committee,” he said, 
j The bewildered local citizens are con-

vinced that the same White Hous 
pressure that was applied to their Sena 
tor was again used on their Governoi 
There is, under the circumstances, n< 
other explanation. 

Finally, armed with a non-existen 
victory, “Reverend” King could go t 
Washington to be pictured standing b< 
hind President Lyndon Johnson as h 
signed the ncwlv enacted “Civil Righi 
Bill.” 

In their initial state of shock, St. Ai 
gusli mans were reluctant to believe th< 
the highest office of this' land could, c 
would, be used to bail out a racist ag 
tator like Martin Luther King. It ws 
with dismay and disbelief that the 
found their Federal Judge, their junk 
Senator, and their Governor trying t 
force them to “their knees” instead c 
fighting io protect them in their Coi 
sritutional rights. 

V 

Today, the stunned citizens of S 
Augustine are beginning to recov< 
from the immediate terror of their e: 


perience. They find themselves, as one 
native expressed it, “between a rock and 
a hard place.” 

If they accede to the continuing de- 
mands of one Martin Luther King, they 
will not only suffer from the loss of lo- 
cal trade, but they know that fewer 
tourists will wish to visit their beau- 
tiful city. On the other hand, if they 
refuse to obey the public accommoda- 
tions section of the new “Civil Rights 
Bill” (proclaimed an un-Constitutional 
invasion of private property by many 
authorities, both in and out of Con- 
gress), they will be held in contempt 
of court and deprived of their property. 

This pitiful situation is perhaps best 
expressed by one of the affected res- 
taurant owners who says : 

This thing is more than just civil 
rights ... if this law stands , Con- 
gress can pass any law it wants to, 
and that means a powerful central- 
ized government with complete con- 
trol over our lives and savings . 1 had 
to leave high school to earn my liv- 
ing, but under the American free 
enterprise system , I got what Vve al- 
ways dreamed of owning; my own 
business. Fve fought and worked 
hard for what Vve got. Now that 
it’s almost mine and almost paid for, 
my government comes along and 
threatens to destroy me, instead of 
protecting me, just to please out- 
side, trouble-making agitators . 

The responsible citizens of St. Augus- 
tine have shown that they deplore vio- 
lence and do not intend to use it. Nat- 
urally, they will resist laws that deprive 
them of their personal freedom and de- 


stroy them financially — but they con- 
tinue to see corrective action at the polls 
as the proper approach. 

Their first concern, of course, is to 
correct the absolutely false and dishon- 
est reporting that has cut their normal 
tourist trade in half. St, Augustine, to- 
day, is as safe a place for tourists, if not 
safer, than any other city in America. 
It is certainly far safer than our na- 
tion’s capital where women fear to walk 
the streets alone at night, or even New 
York City, the site of the World’s Fair. 
This fact is clearly realized by today’s 
tourists who are delighted to find beau- 
ty and peace in this ancient town — in- 
tead of the ugly violence so falsely pic- 
tured by the hatchet men of the “Lib- 
eral” Press. 

The second concern of St. Augustin- 
ians is to take corrective, legal action to 
undo the injustice which they feel has 
been imposed upon peaceful citizens of 
all races by the patently un-Constitu- 
tional features of the new “Civil Rights” 
law. Proper, peaceful action at the polls 
is again the approach they propose to 
take. 

To this city, which so recently learn- 
ed the meaning of the phrase “police 
state,” Election Day, 1964 means more 
than it may seem to mean elsewhere in 
this great land. Citizens of this ancient 
and lovely city on the sea have already 
learned what “Liberalism” has in store 
for all Americans unless, as a nation, 
we once again honor our commitment 
to our God, to our founding fathers, 
and to the Constitution of the United 
States. In the meantime, they have en- 
trusted us to remind you that if it can 
happen in St. Augustine , your town 
could be next. ■ ■

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The Assault On Selma

■ Selma is a lovely tree-lined Ala- 
bama community, just fifty miles west 
of Montgomery, on Route Eighty. 
Twenty-nine thousand Americans live 
in Selma, conservative people, whose 
traditions are as old as Selma itself. 

Yes, Selma, Alabama, is a Southern 
town — with all of the proud heritage 
and regional mores which that means. 
And, as elsewhere in the South, the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964 was hard for 
most Selmans to accept. But there is a 
deep respect for the law which runs 
through Southern cities like Selma, and 
— bitter pill or not — Selmans had re- 
solved to obey the law. As Chief of 
Police Baker told a local civic club 
meeting before trouble began there: 

This administration feels that it 
has a responsibility to lead Selma 
in dignity through the maze of legal 
transitions resulting from the pas- 
sage of the Civil Rights Act. 

And he meant it. And the people of 


Selma meant it. And, the transition was 
proceeding. Public facilities and accom- 
modations had already been desegre- 
gated. In fact, in an effort to encourage 
more Dallas County Negroes to register 
and to vote (only twenty percent of the 
adult Negroes were then registered), 
the Dallas County Board of Registrars 
requested, and received, special permis- 
sion to register voters for an additional 
ten days during January. Selma was 
not only living up to the laws of the 
land but was honorably going the extra 
mile — doing everything possible to 
forestall racial difficulty there. Like St. 
Augustine the spring before, Selma, 
Alabama, was the last place on earth 
that one would have expected to see 
the racist revolutionary, Dr. Martin 
Luther King. But there he was. 

And again, Martin Luther King 
made all of the difference. 

In the middle of January, Dr. King 
and his team of agitators arrived in 
Selma and checked into the hundred- 
year-old Hotel Albert, a magnificent 
old structure whose architecture was 
copied after the Doge’s palace in Ven- 
ice. Following a public tussle with an 
out-of-town agitator, for the benefit of 
a flotilla of photographers, Dr. King 
and his aides retired to make their 
plans. Other revolutionaries were ar- 
riving. There was the Rev. C. T. Viv- 
ian, and Carl Braden, and Abner 
Berry; and there was Walter Reuther, 
and Bayard Rustin, and George Lincoln 
Rockwell, and James Forman, and 
John Lewis, and the Rev. Wyatt T. 
Walker. They were coming. The word 
was out. Selma was next, and every 
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professional revolutionary who was 
anybody was there or would be there 
before it was over. 

But why? 

It was about voting rights for Ne- 
groes, they said. 

But a curious thing happened. When 
the Registrars extended the time limit 
by ten days to encourage Negroes to 
register to vote, only thirty-five Dallas 
County residents showed up to regis- 
ter. Of those, twenty were Negroes — 
and each was duly registered* Then, on

signal from the professional agitators 
now swarming over little Selma, Ne- 
groes came in unmanageable numbers 
— hundreds at a time, to deliberately 
create disorder and chaos* The “regis- 
trants” included school children, non- 
residents, out-of-state sympathizers, and 
illiterates — some of whom asked for 
the “welfare checks” which they had 
been told by King’s men they would 
receive there* 

Finally, in an effort to ease the pres- 
sure from outside revolutionaries, U* S* 
District Judge Daniel H. Thomas of 


Mobile guaranteed that all who wanted 
to register would be given the oppor- 
tunity to do so by July of 1965, or the 
Court would proceed to register voters 
itself. The Judge even went so far as 
to ban the use of the State’s literacy 
test. All of this was way back on Feb- 
ruary fourth. Since that time, of the 
2,000 persons who signed the Regis- 
trar's “appearance book,” as required 
by the Federal Court order, only 33 6 
have bothered to present themselves on 
registration dates for processing. And, 
eighty percent o£ the Negroes thus far 
called for registration have been so dis- 
interested in registering that they have 
not so much as bothered to appear to 
satisfy the simple formalities. 

Something is curious here, isn't it. 

The violence in Selma was supposed 
to be about the denial of Negro voting 
rights by racist white men — but a 
Federal Court had issued orders guar- 
anteeing those voting rights, even to 
illiterate Negroes, long before the vio- 
lence occurred* And Selmans were 
themselves encouraging Negroes to 
vote by getting special permission to 
extend the period of registration — 
again, long before the violence began* 
Yes, something is indeed curious* 

So if the violence in Selma wasn’t 
about voting rights; if indeed Negroes, 
even illiterate Negroes, already bad the 
opportunity to register to vote guaran- 
teed to them by all of the power of the 
U. S* District Court, and by the good- 
will of Selma's Registrars themselves, 
what was it all about? What provoked 
ail of the violence and hate and turmoil 
brought to Selma by professional agi- 
tators? If Negroes, even illiterate Ne- 
groes, could already vote in Selma, why 
did Martin Luther King, and Abner 
Berry, and the Rev* C. T. Vivian, and 
Carl Braden, and Walter Reuther, and 
Bayard Rustin, and Curtiss Hampton, 
and John Love, and James Forman go 
to Selma? What was it all about? 

It was obviously about revolution. 
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It was in fact about Communist Revo- 
lution* But it didn't begin in Selma. It 
began in Moscow* 

I 

As a simple fact, the planning for 
what happened in Selma antedated the 
Russian Revolution; for the Commu- 
nist tactics used in Selma were first 
developed as early as 1913, on orders 
from Lenin, by Joseph Stalin in his 
Marxism and the National Question. 
The idea was that to promote a revolu- 
tion you might declare that some group 
within a legitimate nation is being op- 
pressed and that this group is a sepa- 
rate people — a sort of enslaved nation 
within a nation — a colonialistic enclave, 
so to speak. Then, being careful to make 
use of any legitimate grievances which 
exist, and to manufacture hostility by 
promoting brutalities and violence on 
both sides, a “counter-community’* 
might be set up and declared to be a 
legitimate government* Thereupon, the 
Communist theory goes, a “war of na- 
tional liberation” can be begun — with 
particular terror being reserved for use 
against one's own people (Negroes, or 
Muslims, or Croats, or Father Lao, or 
Vietcong) just to keep them in line and 
doing what their Communist masters 
have had in mind for them to do all 
along* 

Now slogans are trotted out, and the 
propaganda wails while the violence 
flares. It's “Asia for the Asians,” and 
“Algeria for the Algerians,” and “self- 
determination,” and “independence," 
and “We Shall Overcome," and an- 
other area of the world falls victim to a 
diabolically clever Communist revolu- 
tionary technique* Ask the people of 
Yugoslavia, and Algeria, and Vietnam, 
and Guinea and Ghana and Laos, Es- 
tonia, Rumania, Poland, Cambodia, In- 
donesia, and Kenya; and of Russia it- 
self* Ask them if the technique works* 

It was 1921 before the Communists 
got around to employing a “war of na- 


tional liberation” within the United 
States* In that year, 1921, the directive 
came down from the meeting of the 
Communist International at Moscow 
that the American comrades were “to 
organize and lead the Negro masses*” 
A year later, in a raid on a Communist 
Party Convention at Bridgman, Michi- 
gan, federal agents captured secret or- 
ders from Moscow which specifically 
directed American Communists to 
“utilize the Negro mass movement for 
racial betterment” as an “auxiliary force 
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in the class war.” The orders were 
signed by the “Executive Committee of 
the Communist International.” 

By 1925 the Communists were mak- 
ing such headway in their design to 
capture control of the Negro “Civil- 
Rights” movement that it was thought 
practical to staff an open Communist 
Front for Negroes: the National Negro 
Labor Congress* In 1931, commenting 
upon this early manifestation of Com- 
munist effort, a special Committee of 
the House of Representatives con- 
cluded : 
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j ... there can he no doubt that 
j the aim of the communists is to 
i create a powerful proletarian move- 
j went which will fight and lead the 1 
I struggle of the Negro race . . . and 
thereby further the cause of the 
world revolution and the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat. 

It was 1928 before the Communists 
were ready to make public their 
real aims. Obviously, the earlier orders 
to capture control of Negro organiza- 
tions were but a first step in a greater 
plan; that plan was set down in 1928 
by Communist Joseph Pogany (alias 
John Pepper, alias John Schwartz, alias 
John Swift, ad nauseam ), in an official 
Communist booklet called American 
Negro Problems. The Southern “black 
belt/ 1 Communist Pogany instructed the 
comrades, “constitutes virtually a colony 
within the body of the United States 
of America.” And since, as he said, 
“Within the Negro population of the 
United States, the Negro working class 
is destined to be the vanguard of the 
liberation movements a Com- 

munist “war of national liberation” was 
in order. Then came the famous busi- 
ness about the establishment of a Negro 
Soviet Republic, providing “self-deter- 
mination” for American Negroes. 

It was now just a matter of time until 
St. Augustine, and Little Rock, and 
Selma. It was now just a matter of time 
until the Communists, working care- 
fully and constantly, would capture con- 
trol of the Negro rights movement and 
begin the revolution. Because good men 
did nothing to stop them. 

In 1932 the then Chairman of the 
Communist Party, William Z. Foster, 
would again affirm the continuing 
Communist aim to control the “Civil- 
Rights” movement. He would explain 
specific Communist tactics: 

Where no mass organizations ex- 
ist in these fields the Party takes 
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the initiative hi forming them; 
where such are already in existence , 
and ax$ headed by conservative of- 
ficials , the Party follows the policy 
of building an opposition within 
them and fighting for the revolu- 
tionary program and leadership . 

Two years later, in 1934, the Com- 
munist Party would publish The Ne- 
groes In A Soviet America, by Com- 
munists James W. Ford and James S. 
Allen. Again, there would be the old 
gambit first laid down by Stalin in 1920, 
about “The Communist fight for the 
right of the Black Belt territory to self- 
determination/’ And again it would be 
pointed out by the Reds that “the revo- 
lution for land and freedom in the 
South and the proletarian revolution in 
the country as a whole will develop 
hand in hand.” And, this time, actual 
and specific plans would be laid down 
for the establishment and organization 
of that separate Communist Negro state 
to be set up in America’s Southland. 

The scheme is still in effect. It is as 
Benjamin Gitlow revealed in The Ne- 
gro Question — Communist Civil War 
Policy : 

Communists and their supporters 
.... intend to arouse to a fever 
heat the nationalist and chauvinist 
sentiments now finding expression 
in segments of the Negro population , 
into a drive for separation of the 
Negroes from the whites through 
the establishment of an independent 
Negro republic in the United States . 

The communists are deliberately 
maneuvering among the American 
Negroes to create a situation for the 
outbreak of racial violence , to such 
an extent that it can be turned into 
a civil war — a civil war on a racial 
basis . ... In such a civil war , should 
they succeed in fomenting it, the 
1 communists hope to so undermine

the American government and our 
social structure that they can take 
over power . In the racial civil war 
they envisage, they are sure Negroes 
will be in the front ranks , the shock 
troops of the communist revolution . 

Until recently, the Communist 
policy . . . has been to soft pedal 
their demand for ... a Negro . . . 
separationtst movement ... to oust 
the white from the South, expropri- 
ate their lands and property , and es- 
tablish a Negro Republic under 
communist hegemony . . . . \Bui 
now] the slogan of self-determina- 
tion for the Negro ... is in the fore- 
front of the American Communist 
Party's general program. . . . 

The communists . .. . know zikheri 
they are going and they are fylt bmi 
on getting there, even if they have 
to drown the American Negro?* in 
their own blood tv gti the ^own 
they covet. [Tfe is reprinted tn the 
Congressional ffecord pf Augn^t 7 ,

So that's what it’s all about. So the 
violence in Selma and the South doesn’t 
have to do with voting rights at all. 
So it has to do with Communist Revo- 
lution* with Communists intentionally 
setting the stage for race war. But ? 
where were the Communists in Selma? 

The invasion of Selma was sponsored, 
Americans will remember, by the 
Southern Christian Leadership Confer- 
ence (SCLC), and by the Student 
Nonviolent Coordinating Committee 
(SNCC). The former seems to be the 
personal property of Martin Luther 
King, and the latter belongs to John 
Lewis and James Forman. Few Ameri- 
cans know that King's last three staff 
aides have been Bayard Rustin (a self- 
confessed former member of the Young 
Communist League, who has been con- 
victed of lewdness and sex perversion 
in California, and who attended the 
Sixteenth Annual Convention of the 
CPUS A), Hunter Pitts [Jack] O'Dell 
(a member of the National Committee 
of the Communist Party, U.S.A., and 
so listed on their letterhead of Novem- 
ber, 1961), and Wyatt T. Walker (edi- 
torial advisor to the Progressive Labor 
Movement, described by J. Edgar 
Hoover as a Marxist-Leninist group 
following the more violent Chinese 
Communist line). At the same time, 
it should be pointed out that the “Lib- 
eral” column ists Evan s and Novak 
claimed in their syndicated column of 
March eighteenth that the other spon- 
sor, SNCC, was “infiltrated by beatniks, 
left-wing revolutionaries, and — worst of 
all— by Communists” Those two col- 
umnists particularly single out Forman 
and Lewis as “extremists.” Since Evans 
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and Novak are certainly “Liberals,” 
and since one must assume therefore 
that they would never apply so febrile 
a term as “extremist” to mere beatniks, 
one wonders whether Evans and Novak 
are suggesting that Forman and Lewis 
are “socialist revolutionaries” or “Com- 
munists.” They are certainly not beat- 
niks. 

At any rate, one begins to get the 
idea that Communists were not only 
present in Selma, but that they were 
among that revolutionary effort's offi- 
dal sponsors. And one gets this idea 
from the “Liberals” themselves— who 
are alarmed, as Evans and Novak put 
it, that Martin Luther King has “sur- 
rendered valuable ground to leftist ex- 
tremists in their drive for control of the 
civil rights movement ” Or that, as 
“Liberal” Joseph Alsop has said. King 
“has accepted and is almost certainly 
still accepting Communist collaboration 
and even Communist advice.” Add now 
the presence in Selma of the Commu- 
nist, and convicted bomber, Carl 
Braden; of Abner Berry, of the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party, 
U.S.A.; of the Rev. Fred L. Shuttles- 
worrh, President of the Southern Con- 
ference Educational Fund (identified 
by both House and Senate Committees 
as a major Communist organ in the 
South). Now add Roy Wilkins, Walter 
Reuther, James Farmer, George Lin- 
coln Rockwell, C. T. Vivian, Bayard 
Rustin, Jack O'Dell, and Wyatt T. 
Walker. 

What do you have? 

Obviously. 

You have Communist revolution in 
the streets. 

To this curious and frenetic brew 
mix in beatniks, a couple of SNCC 
project directors like John Love (who 
wears lipstick, earrings, and women’s 
shoes in court, and who gets invitations 
to the Inauguration of the President of 
the United States) ; a creature like 
Curtiss Hampton (alias Wolf Dawson,

alias Frank Dawson, with a police 
record in Chicago running to fifteen 
arrests) ; half a dozen kids hopped up 
on heroin; women of ill repute from 
as far away as Los Angeles and New 
York. Add perversion, and speeches, 
and revolutionary songs, and liquor, 
and dope, and flaunted sexuality. 

What do you have? 

You have what the Communists did 
to a little town in Alabama — a lovely 
little town that tried to be fair, and 
desegregated, and which got permission 
to extend voter registration for ten 
extra days to encourage its Negroes to 
vote. You have a Sheriff who has to 
house his family in the county jail to 
protect his loved ones from snipers and 
arson and violence. You have revolu- 
tionary agitators publicly relieving 
themselves in your streets, in full public 
view, and hurling empty whisky bottles 
and spent contraceptives into your 
parks and onto your sidewalks. You 
make a place where ladies aren't safe 
even in public after dark, and where a 
twelve-year-old girl is reportedly raped 
in the name of civil rights — and where 
no one can help because Federal troops 
are protecting the tents of the violators. 
You have immorality and violence and 
filth — and you begin to know what it’s 
all about. And you go into your house 
and you close your door so you won’t 
have to look at it — and, because you 
love your country and your town and 
your God, maybe you weep. You are 
a man; but the frustration overwhelms 
you and you want to cry, and maybe 
you pray and you wonder what to do. 


While Selma ns wondered, newsmen 
tramped their town, like ferrets, look- 
ing for sensational copy. Two newsmen 
from a national publication were jailed 
for staging the fake beating of a Selma 
Negro — complete with ketchup and a 
torn shirt and a pair of boots of the 
same sort worn by Alabama state troop- 


ers. The Negro kept his twenty dollars; 
the fake photographs were taken as 
evidence. Other photos, equally phony, 
are not confiscated and appear in the 
national Press. 

And then it happens. Finally a racist 
mob attacks the police in force. Now 
the reporters have their copy. It is 
March seventh; six hundred Negroes 
and whites stand at a bridge on Route 
Eighty. They block the road, and they 
want to march that way clear up to 
Montgomery. Curiously, Martin Luther 
King is not there, as if he is too valu- 
able a man to risk in a simple mob 
action. Women “marchers” there are in 
high-heeled shoes. There is no provision 
for food or sleeping along the way. 
Clearly, the “big confrontation” is 
staged\ no march is really intended. 
King’s men want something else. State 
troopers order the agitators to disperse, 
They pray. They pray a Long timei 
Then, they attack the police wish bricks 
and bottles, and it con tin ue^ As" an 
Associated Press report put itt - _ 



James Forman of SNCC. 
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The litter of broken gtass and 
bricks hurled at Sheriff’s deputies in 
the wake of Sunday’s clash and the 
muttered threats heard here and 
there in doorways gave evidence of 
what one civil rights leader , fames 
Webb , called ff tbe natural desire of 
these people to retaliate 

Yes, there is a clash at the bridge. 

I policeman is kicked in the groin, and 
le troopers and deputies disperse the 
legal assembly. It is not done gently,

II along. As Newsweek, put it, King 
ad been after: 

Paroxysm: For weeks , Martin 

Luther King had been escalating his 
Selma vote registration campaign 
toward the state he calls rt creative 
tension” — the setting for a paroxysm 
of segregationist violence that can 
shock the nation to action . 

The National Observer agreed. King 
ceded violence: 

Martin Luther King needed (in 
Alabama) to dramatize his drive for 
voting registration . . * a campaign 
that had been lagging . What Mr. 
King really needed was some outrage 
against Negroes that would heat up 
tempers among both Negroes and 
those whites inclined to support the 
Negro cause . 

King's men are, it turns out, so set 
n developing martyrs for their cause 
hat when “Liberal” minister James 
teeb is hit on the back of the head by 
hoodlum, and is taken to the office 
f the Southern Christian Leadership 
inference, it is decided not to treat 


him locally and immediately. Instead 
of giving him the immediate hospital 
care he needed to save his life, Reeb is 
driven one hundred miles to Birming- 
ham. Curiously, the ambulance carrying 
him has a flat tire. King's men wait. 
Another ambulance comes. Finally the 
Rev. Reeb is hospitalized. But it is too 
late. A doctor in Birmingham says that 
immediate treatment could have saved 
the man's life. But now he is dead; and 
King and SNCC have their martyr. 

Later Rabbi Rubenstein of Pitts- 
burgh, who went to Selma, says: “They 
wanted dead bodies, our bodies.” He is 
right. 

Now the Press has a field day. The 
Communist Worker details anti-Selma 
marches and meetings and speeches 
from Boston to Los Angeles. King and 
the Communists have won.

The President 
spends $400,000 to protect a racist march 
to Montgomery, and gives a speech and 
offers a bill to insure that even illiterates 
can cast ballots in those Southern States 
which voted for his opponent in the 
last election. 

And everybody applauds. Like sheep, 
everybody applauds. Especially the 
Communists.

We know that all men, regardless 
of race or color t are made after the 
image of God .

America 
must know what happened! Lewis re- 
peats the story on his next broadcast. 
But the wire services remain silent, and 
“Liberal” clergymen who were so keen 
for protest only a few weeks ago return 
to their efforts to date the New Deal 
back to Matthew, Mark, Luke, and 
John. Nobody seems to care. We care. 

Here, in part, is what Congressman 
Dickinson reported. Here is the story 
as only Fukon Lewis Jr. has yet had 
the courage to repeat it. We know it is 
true because our own reporters verify 
it in detail. We didn't want to believe 
it. We checked again. It's true and here 
it is: 

“Drunkenness and sex orgies were 
the order of the day in Selma, on the 
road to Montgomery and in Montgom- 
ery. There were many — not just a 
few — instances of sexual intercourse 
in public between Negro and white. 
News reporters saw this — law enforce- 
ment officials saw this, and photographs 
were taken of this I am told. I have 
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not seen the actual photographs, but 
they are being processed and compiled. 

“Negro and white Freedom March- 
ers invaded a Negro Church in Mont- 
gomery and engaged in an all night 
session of debauchery, within the 
Church itself, The leadership of the 
Church had to get help to have these 
freedom marchers put out of their 
Church and even had to have the tele- 
phone disconnected because of the long 
distance calls. ... 

“Has anyone stopped to ask what 
sort of people can leave home, family 
and job — if they have one — and live 
indefinitely in a foreign place, demon- 
strating? This is no religious group of 
sympathizers, trying to help the Negro 
out of a sense of right and morality — 
this is a bunch of Godless riff-raff, out 
for kicks and self-gratification that have 
left every camp site between Selma and 
Montgomery littered with whiskey bot- 
tles, beer cans, and used contraceptives. 
I am prepared to prove these facts. If 
you wonder why the . . . Rabbi Richard 
Rubenstein and many other ministers 
and religious leaders left the freedom 
march in disgust, this is the reason. 

“Who then, is the one or group that 
puts these groups together — that gives 
it cohesiveness, strength, money and di- 
rection? Who or what can weld this 
diverse group together into a formida- 
ble force that can — and has — over- 
come? The answer is this: The Com- 
munist Party.” 

As J. Edgar Hoover last year told the 
House Appropriations Subcommittee, 
Negroes “today constitute the largest 
and most important racial target of the 
Communist Party”: 


We do know that Communist in- 
fluence does exist in the Negro 
movement and it is this influence 
which is vitally important , It can 
be the means through which large 
masses are caused to lose perspective 
on the issues involved and, without \ 

realizing it, succumb to the Party 9 s 
propaganda lures . 

What happened in Selma certainly 
proves how right J. Edgar Hoover can 
be. 

IV 

So what does one do? As we have 
shown, the American Negro has been 
a first target of the Communist Party, 

U. S. A., since as far back as 1920. That 
he has withstood their efforts so long 
and so nobly is to his credit as a patri- 
otic and religious American. Remem- • 
ber that in the same time the Commu- 
nists have, using the same techniques, 
taken more of the world than was held 
by the Axis powers during the darkest 
days of World War II. The Commu- 
nists are not easy enemies. They are 
shrewd and amoral and cunning and 
effective. That American Negroes have 
held out so long and so effectively until j 

so recently is a cause for hope. J 

But, that Communist control of the 
Negro “Civil-Rights” movement is now j 

a matter of fact, or merely a matter of 1 

time, should provoke reasonable Ameri- j 

cans — white and black — to resolve f 

that it is the hour for good men to stop | 

doing nothing, lest evil triumph. It is 
time for good men to become involved 
in a major effort to free the “Civil- 
Rights” movement of Communist in- 
fluence before it is too late. ■ ■ f

I know how very busy you are and I don’t like to bother 
you with trivial matters. However, something has happened locally 
which only you can straighten out. 

Our local radio statib^icarries a daily program, 

"Party Line. " It is a program in which the public is invited to parti- 
cipate Iby phoning in questions or comments. About half the time the 
program features a guest and on the other days they have an "open line" 
and the caller may launch any subject. 

As a concerned American with a deep love for my 
country, I have myself occasionally called in and tried to draw attention 
to the widespread operations of the Communist conspiracy. Last week 
one day I called in with some-pertinent information on that "notorious 
liar", Martin Luther King. SomehowADr other, the radio Commentator 
switched the conversation to the JohirBirch Society. 

Having long since learned not to believe the bulk of what 
is written in the liberal press, I attended some Birch meetings to find out 
for myself what they were so I knew a little bit about it.

I represent a client in El Dorado, Kansas, who has discovered some 
information left by their tenant in an apartment rented by the client, 
which I think you might be interested in. This involves a young man 
who worked in this vicinity and was here about eighteen months. I do 
not know where he came from nor definitely where he went, but he left 
in a hurry and left behind some 3x5 cards, indicating he had been 
checking up on some of our local citizens. jThe information on the cards 
would indicate that he had even tapped their telephones. 

I might dismiss this as a mere prank or as idle fancy, except for the ^ 
fact that this man also left a membership card in the /John Birch Society 
with a code number and indicated on the cards as to whether the parties 
he was investigating were "dangerous" or not. He also left some pictures 
of himself with daggers, guns, etc., and a\]Ll in all I feel that this 
is a person that should be investigated by your office. Apparently, he 
was a rather withdrawn person and a young man, single, and the parallel 
to Lee Harvey Oswald is great enough that I\believe the matter should 
be investigated. ^ 

One reason why X am writing direct to you is that the Wichita area has 
a strong and active John Birch Society chapter and I am led to believe 
that your Wichita FBI office does not take the John Birch Society very 
seriously and tends to discount any subversive activities on their part. 
So I would prefer to report this direct to you and have you ask some 
agent in the vicinity to make the investigation. Upon the appearance 
of an agent with proper credentials, I will be glad to have the client

The nation’s search into the secrets of the atom suffered a severe setback Monday when 
a multi-midion dollar explosion and fire ripped through a research laboratory near Harvard 
Square, injuring eight scientists and two Cambridge firemen. Total damage was estimated 
between three and a half .

Scene of the ear-splitting 
blast was the Cambridge Elec* 
t ionics Accelerator, a two- build- 
ing complex in the rear of 42

Recently I read a book entitled "None Dare Call It Treason" 
by John A. Storm ef, My first reaction was --this can't be trqa, it can’t 
happen here. Then I settled down for an objective study of incidents I 
knew to have taken place and now I feel all the statements documented in 
this book are true. 

My reasons for writing to you are three-fold: 1) You head 
the finest investigating organization in the world; 2) You are much quoted 
in this publication, hence the best authority of what you meant and 3) as 
a loyal and responsible American you have my confidence and respect. 

My reason for writing this letter at all is to find out if 
the facts presented in said book are true or merely statements taken 
out of text and placed end to end to magnify the communist threat 
already in our government. For this information I turn to you. 

As to what I can do. It is suggested the individual join 
a group so that concentrated effort be brought to bear through properly 
trained, organized and directed Americans. Of the organizations listed, 
The John Birch Society appeals to me in that it is primarily an anti- 
communist organization.
